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Arab states condemn Salvador move 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 21 members of the Arab League 
have condemned the recent transfer of El Salvador's embassy in 
Israel from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem and said it would have serious 
negative repercussions on their relations with that country. In a 
letter to Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar published 
Friday they registered their “vehement protest and deep ind- 
ignation” at the move, which they called a flagrant violation of 
Security Council and General Assembly resolutions. They cited in 
particular a council resolution adopted in August 1980. after 
Israel declared all of Jerusalem, including the eastern sector occ- 
upied in the 1967 Middle East war, as Us “eternal indivisible, 
capital." The Arab envoys added: “II also constitutes a position 
hostile to the Arab states and the Palestinian people." 
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LONDON (Petra) — Saudi For- 
eign Minister Prince Saud A1 Fai- 
sal stressed the importance of His 
Majesty King Hussein's recent 
visit to Saudi Arabia and his talks 
with King Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz in 
Riyadh, in a statement to the- 
Lond on-based the Middle East 
newspaper.

Pre- 
sident Hussein reiterated Iraq’s 
support for the PLO, its unity and 
national and dependent decision. 
Petra said. Mr. Arafat expressed 
the PLO’s support for Iraq in its 
just war against Iran, the agency 
added.

Reports have said 
that at least one commando was 
captured alive after Israeli soldiers 
stormed the bus and that he was 
later executed.

The agency 
said the detained belonged to the 
“ Takfir wal Hijra’ organisation 
which plotted the kidnap and 
murder of an Egyptian cabinet 
minister in 1977.

Karami begins talks 
on all-party cabinet 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Prime Minister- 
designate Rashid Karami began talks with 
members of parliament Friday on forming a 
government of national unity that a senior 
official called a last chance for peace in Leb- 
anon. 


Under a plan agreed with nei- 
ghbouring Syria, President Amin 
Gemayel asked Mr. Karami Thu- 
rsday to form a cabinet including 
representatives of the main rival 
factions involved in the past nine 
years of civil war. 

The senior official, briefing 
■reporters on Mr. KaramT s efforts, 
said the new cabinet would be “a 
government of last chance," acc- 
ording to Reuter. 

“If it fails, that means the end of 
the nation," he said. 

Reuters quoted informed sou- 
rces as saying Mr. Karami, a Sun- 
ni Muslim who has been prime 
minister nine times since 1955, 
faced problems reconciling dem- 
ands by rival groups for cabinet 
seats and was unlikely to ann- 
ounce a list of ministers before 
Monday. 

He also faces objections from 
two important mainly Christian 
organisations, the National Lib- 
eral Party (NLP) of former Pre- 
sident Camille Chamoun and the 
“Lebanese Forces" militia. 

However, all sides appeared to 
fell that enough progress was 
-being made towards a political set- 
tlement for the battlefronts in Bei- 
rut. and the nearby mountains to 
be almost silent for the third suc- 
cessive day. 

Calm prevails 

As Mr. Karami held his con- 
sultations at the Villa Mansour, 
the temporary seat of parliament, 
not a shot could be heard from the 
nearby “green line” dividing Bei- 
ruL 

Police reported calm prevailed 
for a second straight day between 


warring factions on all civil war 
fronts in Beirut and the first mou- 
ntain ridge east of the Lebanese 
capital. 

The only violence reported was 
Thursday afternoon’s fatal sho- 
uting of a French embassy guard in 
west Beirut. The unknown ass- 
ailants escaped in a blue Volvo. 

Police attributed the decrease 
of frontline hostilities to the dep- 
loyment of 2,000-man buffer, 
force of policemen, army con- 
scripts, and truce observers bet- 
ween warring factions ib and aro- 
und Beirut and the mountaintop 
town of Souq A1 Gharb. 

The disengagement operation 
and the change of governments 
were landmarks in a fresh drive by 
President Gemayel to resolve the 
nine-year-old Lebanese crisis, 
with Syria’s backing. The drive fol- 
lowed the collapse of the U.S. 
peacekeeping effort in February. 

Thorny problems 

Radio stations said Mr. Karami 
met the speaker of the 99-seat par- 
liament. Kamel A1 Assad, NLP 
ddpmter including former Pre- 
sident Chamoun, and a group of 
Sunni Muslim deputies, led by 
former Prime Minister Saeb 
Salara. 

Mr. Karami faced immediate 
problems over the choice of ShF ite 
Muslim and Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) ministers, according 
to Reuter which quoted informed 
sources. 

They said Mr. Karami and Pre- 
sident Gemayel wanted all fac- 
tions to be represented in the cab- 
inet, including conservative Shfi- 
tes grouped around the speaker of 


parliament. 

But Mr. Asaad, still angry that 
Mr. Gemayel scrapped a U.S.- 
sponsored agreement on the wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli troopa from 
South Lebanon in March, was ref- 
using to allow his deputies to 
serve. As speaker, he could not 
join the cabinet himself. 

In addition, the sources said 
ShF ite militia leader Nabih Beni 
wanted a voice in choosing all the 
ShF ite ministers. 

The sources reported a similar 
problem with the mainly Druze, 
PSP with a small faction opposed 
to the leadership of Walid Junblatt 
demanding a cabinet post. 

A spokesman for the National 
Liberal Party said Mr. Chamoun 
and his group would not decide 
until Monday whether or not to 
take pan in the new government. 
But NLP sources said the party 
would probably co-operate with 
Mr. Karami, Reuter said. 

Mr. Chamoun gave Mr. Karami 
his first appointment as prime 
minister in 1955, but Mr. Karami 
joined an uprising against the pre- 
sident in 1958 and the two have 
since been rivals. 

The “Lebanese Forces." which 
favours links with Israel and str- 
ongly opposes Syrian influence in 
Lebanon, has stronger objections 
to a Karami government and a 
spokesman said last week that the 
.militia would refuse to join it. 

Pierre Gemayel, leader of the 
Falangist Party to which most of 
the militiamen belong and father 
of President Gemayel, rebuked 
the spokesman and told Reuters 
he would make sure the militia did 
not obstruct formation of the cab- 
inet. 

The informed sources said that 
the five most important portfolios, 
foreign affairs, the interior, def- 
ence, finance and the economy, 
would be divided among non- 
political appointees from the main 
religious groups. They said For- 
eign Minister Elie Salem would 
probably keep his job. 


Cairo, Moscow agree 
to exchange ambassadors 


CAIRO (R) — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali has 
said Cairo and Moscow have agr- 
eed to exchange ambassadors 
again, more than two years after 
Egypt expelled the last Soviet 
envoy, accusing him of fomenting 
trouble. 

The minister made the remark 
in a television interview screened 
Thursday night on the second ann- 
iversary of Israel's final wit- 
hdrawal from Sinai. 

Last week, a senior Soviet 
envoy visited Cairo amid spe- 
culation about a possible nor- 
malisation of relations between 
the two countries. 

In the interview, Mr. Ali also 
criticised Israel's continued set- 
tlement of occupied Arab ter- 


ritories but reiterated Cairo's 
commitment to peace. 

He said Israel's settlements, 
annexation of Arab East Jer- 
usalem, invasion of Lebanon and 
denial of Palestinian rights were 
examples of its violation of its 
1979 treaty with Egypt- 

“But Egypt will not com- 
promise on its peace strategy as a 
price to return to the Arab fold." 
he added. 

Mr. Ali denied recent Israeli 
reports that Egyptian Defence 
Minister Field Marshal Moh- 
ammad Abdul Halim Abu Gha- 
zala had made a secret visit to 
Syria but said Cairo had no obj- 
ections to conducting a dialogue 
with Damascus despite strategic 
differences. 


Lebanese 
villagers 
wounded in 
battle with 
Israelis 

SI DON (R) — Five Lebanese civ- 
ilians were wounded early Friday 
in a street battle with Israeli sol- 
diers who entered the southern vil- 
lage of Bissariyeh on a search and 
anest operation, villagers told 
reporters. 

The village, 1 4 kilometres south 
of Sidon, was ringed by Israeli 
armour Friday and Reuter rep- 
oner Nazih Mustafa was turned 
back on the outskirts. 

The villagers, who slipped out 
of Bissariyeh. said the Israelis ran 
into a barrage of stones but were 
able to detain more than 1 5 peo- 
ple. 

They tried to arrest the Imam 
(prayer leader) of the village mos- 
que but the local people crowded 
around him and moved him to the 
Husseiniyeh (Shi* ite religious and 
social club), the villagers said. 

Israeli tanks had sealed off the 
village at 1 a.m. (2300 GMT) and 
10 Israeli armoured vehicles 
moved in three hours later, they 
added. 

Israeli troops made other arr- 
ests Friday in the nearby village of 
Sarafand and in the inland village 
of Rihane, where they attached 
red sealing wax to the doors of 
four houses, Lebanese security 
sources said. 

3 Israelis wounded 

Three Israeli soldiers were 
wounded Friday when a time 
bomb exploded as their patrol was 
passing near the village of Dah- 
ariya in South Lebanon, an Israeli 
military spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv. 


Moellemann urges Egypt’s 
return to Arab League 


CAIRO (AP) — A West German 
minister called in an interview 
published Fridqy for Egypt's ret- 
urn to the Arab League, saying the 
organisation without Egypt is “a 
body without a head or limbs." 

Juergen Moellemann. state sec- 
retary in the West German For- 
eign Ministry, also told the official 
Middle East News Agency that 
the Arabs should unify Lheir ranks 
to help Western Europe exercise 
greater influence on the United 
States and Israel in the search for 
Middle East peace. 

Mr. Moellemann, on a three- 
day official visit here, conferred 
Thursday with President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

“Egypt’s return to the Arab 
League is considered a foregone 
conclusion," the agency quoted 
Mr. Moeflemann as saying. “The 
league without Egypt is a body 
without a head or limbs.” 

The 39-year-old leage expelled 
Egypt, a founding member, in 
1979 following the signing of the 


Egyptian- Israeli treaty. The org- 
anisation presently consists of 20 
countries and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

Mr. Moellemann said West 
Germany has “great confidence" 
in Egypt and the two countries 
agree on most international issues. 

The official said he doubted the 
United States can push Middle 
East peace efforts under President 
Reagan’s September 1982 ini- 
tiative this year because of the Isr- 
aeli elections in July and the U.S. 
presidential balloting in Nov- 
ember. 

The time between now and the 
U.S. election “should be used to 
forge a dear, unified and realistic 
Arab position" on peace neg- 
otiations, Mr. Moellemann said. 

“A unified Arab stand on the 
Middle East problem would give 
the Europeans a chance to exe- 
rcise greater influence on the Uni- 
ted States and Israel,” the agency 
quoted Mr: Moellemann as say- 
ing.

Embassy siege 
ends in London 


Syria may attend next 
round of Algiers talks 


LONDON (Agencies) — A siege 
of the Libyan embassy that inv- 
olved hundreds of armed police in 
an 11 -day vigil ended peacefully 
Friday with the evacuation of its 
30 occupants. 

The crisis that began in a hail of 
bullets that witnesses saw fired 
from a window of the mission in 
elegant St. James’s Square ended 
quietly as the Libyans left the bui- 
lding in groups of five. 

They were expected to be flown 
home later Friday on a Libyan 
Arab Airlines flight from Lon- 
don’s Heathrow airport. 

Although the British authorities 
insisted throughout that the shots 
were fired from inside the. bui- 
lding, police refused to speculate 
Friday on whether the 30 included 
.the gunman. 

The shots, from an automatic 
weapon, killed young pol- 
icewoman f-onne l-k.;kr a».. 
wounded JO demonstrators opp- 
osed to Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi. 

Police said the murder weapon 
was almost certainly in one of 1 8 
diplomatic bags transferred to 
Heathrow Thursday. Police were 
banned from searching the bags 
under rules governing diplomatic 
immunity. 

The Libyans began emerting 
from the embassy at 9:50 a.m. 
(0850 GMT) in groups of five, led 
by an unidentified Libyan who has 
been acting as go-between. A total 
of 30 Libyans were seen leaving 
the building as diplomats from 
Turkey. Syria and Saudi Arabia 
served as observers. 

The evacuation was completed 
at 11 a.m. (1000, GMT), and a 
Scotland Yard. -spokesman said: 
"All the Libyans have left the 
embassy." 

Seven green passenger vans car- 
rying the Libyans drove away 
from the tree-lined square. 

Police motorcyclists cleared the 
way for the convoy, which headed 
west across town in the direction 
of the Heathrow airport. A dozen 
white police vans escorted the 
convoy and a police helicopter cir- 
cled overhead. 

The evacuation came five days 
after Britain broke relations with 
Libya over the April 17 shooting, 
which killed a policewoman and 
injured 11 Libyans opposed to 
Col. Qadhafi. and ordered the 
Libyans inside the embassy out of 
the country. 

The Associated Press quoted 


police sources, who asked not to 
be identified, as saying they would 
not enter the embassy until Sun- 
day midnight, when the dip- 
lomatic break becomes official. 

Until then, the sources said, the 
square, in the heart of London a 
few blocks from Piccadilly Circus 
and Buckingham Palace, will rem- 
ain cordoned off as a precaution in 
case there are explosives still in 
the building. 

In Tripoli, a spokesman for the 
14 British diplomats remaining in 
Libya said: “It’s good news to hear 
they are moving in London.” 

On Thursday, a planeload of 30 
dependents of the British embassy 
staff was held up by Libyan aut- 
horities until shortly be Tore a 
plane carrying Libyans left Lon- 
don.

Britons arrive 

On Thursday. Britons singing 
“ Rule Britannia" and Libyans clu- 
tching duty-free goodies flew 
home to their capitals in the first 
stage of a deal hammered out by 
Britain and Libya after London 
severed relations. 

British police said they were sat- 
isfied that none of the Libyans 
who left the embassy were car- 
rying arms or explosives. 

Under a deal thrashed out bet- 
ween London and Tripoli, none of 
the Libyans will face prosecution 
for the shooting, but the Home 
Office said that before leaving 
they would be "invited to con- 
tribute any knowledge that they 
have concerning the shooting of 
WPC Yvonne Fletcher." 

The dead policewoman’s fun- 
eral service was held Friday at Sal- 
isbury Cathedral, near her home 

village of Semley, south-west Eng- 
land. A colleague Thursday ret- 
rieved her police cap from in front 
of the embassy where it had lain 
since the April 17 shooting. 

Foreign Office officials said that 
two British diplomats will stay on 
in Tripoli after Sunday to man a 
British interests section in the Ita- 
lian embassy. Two Libyan dip- 
lomats will be allowed to remain in 
a similar capacity in London, 
where Saudi Arabia will represent 
Libyan interests.

AMMAN — Syria might attend 
the next round of reconciliation 
talks between a four- faction all- 
iance with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) and 
Fateh, the mainstream PLO 
commando movement, senior 
PLO officials said Friday. 

The officials, who preferred to 
remain anonymous, told the Jor- 
dan Times that the Damascus- 
based alliance has made high-level 
contacts with Syrian officials on 
the outcome of the first round of 
the reconciliation talks held in 
Algiers last week and there were 
strong indications that Syria might 
attend the next round. 

The Syrian officials “showed 
willingness to co-operate in efforts 
to reconcile the various PLO fac- 
tions,” the officials said. They did 
not identify the Syrian officials. 

A delegation headed by Nayef 
Hawatmeh, leader of the Dem- 
ocratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (DFLP). one of the fac- 
tions in the alliance, has rep- 
ortedly met with Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddara 
to brief him on the outcome of the 
first round of the Algiers meeting. 

Differences among the PLO 
factions emerged after the org- 
anisation's chairman. Yasser Ara- 
fat. who also heads Fateh, visited 
Cairo last December and met 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak. 

News of a possible Syrian par- 
ticipation in the reconciliation 
talks, expected to resume in Alg- 
iers next week, coincided with Syr- 
ian President Hafez A1 Assad’s 
statements to the press that Syria 
and MLr. Arafat had no conflicts to 
settle and the differences within 
the PLO were an “internal pro- 
blem” of the organisation. 

PLO officials in Amman wel- 
come Mr. Assad's statements and 
say "Syria can play a key role in 
resolving the differences” bet- 
ween the four-party alliance and 
the Fateh leadership.

B AGH DAD (Agencies) — Three 
more vessels came under fire from 
Iraqi naval gunners Friday as 
Baghdad kept up efforts to deter 
ships from using Iran’s ports at the 
head of the Gulf.

Two people were injured alt- 
hough not seriously when dem- 
onstrators sprayed airline emp- 
loyees with tear-gas at their office 
in Frankfurt’s main railway sta- 
tion. 

Violence also broke out in the 
Iranian embassies in the Hague 
and London, but in Paris and Vie- 
nna the protests were peaceful. 

A police spokesman said the 


Frank Fun demonstration lasted 
about 10 minutes. Ten to 15 Ira- 
nians handed out leaflets pro- 
testing about political prisoners 
jailed by the regime of Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini in Iran. Most 
of the demonstrators fled before 
police arrived but three were arr- 
ested. 

In the Netherlands, Iranian 
Ambassador Hossein Tajgardoon 
was taken to hospital with cuts and 
bruises after scuffles with dem- 
onstrators who said they were Ira- 
nians studying in the Netherlands, 
Belgium and France. 

The demonstrators, 16 men and 
one woman, were arrested by poJ- 


walls. They were unarmed. 

In Paris the target was Iran's off- 
ice at the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (UNESCO), but the 
protest was peaceful. 

A group of 15 Iranian students 
telephoned news organisations to 
say that police were outside the 
building but they would not leave 
until they had spoken to jou- 
rnalists. 

In London a group of dissident 
students who said they supported 
Iran’s outlawed far-left Fedayeen

broke out as the nine students 
pushed past Iranian officials at the 
consulate in London's Kensington 
district. At least one person "was 
believed injured. 

In Vienna six Iranians claiming 
sympathy with left-wing Fedayeen 
guerrillas in Iran chained the- 
mselves to railings ouiside the 
Austrian office of Amnesty Int- 
ernational in protest at Ayatollah 
Khomeini's regime.

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Gulf tanker fire out, leakage 
stopped, salvage team says 


BAHRAIN (R) — A Dutch salvage team has put out 
the fire aboard a fully-loaded Saudi-registered oil 
tanker which mysteriously exploded in the Gulf on 
Wednesday night, giving rise to speculation that it 
had been fired upon. 


A spokesman in Bahrain for the 
salvage firm Smit International 
said the tanker, the Safina AJ 
Arab, was no longer spilling oil 
and that the firefighters were opt- 
imistic about saving the vessel and 
most of its load. ^ 

But he warned that its tanks 
were still hot and thai the fire 
could start again despite continual 
hosing with water and foam by the 
team's three powerful tugs. Other 
shipping sources said the salvage 
men might anchor the vessel Fri- 
day and try lo transfer rhe crude to 
another tanker. 

The cause of the explosion. 

after which one Filipino member 


of the 33-man crew was missing, 
remained a mystery. But there was 
increasing speculation among 
Gulf shipping circles that it may 
have been hit as a target in the 
Iran- Iraq war. 

Most of the Gulf Arab states, 
which support Iraq in the war. 
imposed a news blackout on the 
incident. Staff at Bahrain's State 
Radio told Reuters they had been 
ordered by officials'* not to touch" 
foreign news agency reports on 
the tanker. 

There was still no claim of res- 
ponsibility or other official com- 
ment from Iraq which in the past 

has been quick to report its air- 


force attacks on Iranian or other 
foreign ships it considers to have 
entered its self-proclaimed pro- 
hibited war zone at rhe north of 
the Gulf. 

Gulf shipping sources quoted 
the mayday message by the tan- 
ker's captain as saying; "We have 
been shot.” He and his crew were 
picked up by another vessel but 
their whereabouts were not imm- 
ediately known Friday. 

Iraq, normally quick to report 
its air attacks on vessels which it 
says have entered its self- 
proclaimed prohibited war zone in 
the northern Gulf, has not yet 
mentioned the incident.

Arabs to raise funds to restore Jerusalem sites 


TUNIS (Petra) — Maintenance 
and restoration of holy places and 
archaeological sites in Jerusalem 
and allocating the required funds 
for such operations will start for- 
thwith. according to a decision by 
the executive bureau of the Arab 
housing and reconstruction min- 
isters. which concluded its mee- 
tings here Thursday. 

In its final recommendations, 
the bureau called for the necessity 
on the part of Arab countries to 


participate in the conference of 
the United Nations Centre for 
Human settlements (Habitat) 
which will convene in Gabon at 
the end of April, the Jordanian 
News Agency. Petra, said. 

The executive bureau has cha- 
rged Jordan’s Minister of Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs and the 
Environment. Hamdullah AJ Nab- 
ulsi with heading the bureau's del- 
egation to the Habitat conference. 
Petra added. 


Concluding its meetings, the 
bureau approved a draft agr- 
eement for co-operation between 
the conference members and the 
Habitat. 

It also approved a programme 
of scientific seminars for the next 
two years and the proposed bud- 
get for 1985. 

The next meeting for the exe- 
cutive bureau was set for Nov. 1 0. 
1984. Petra added. 


Arabs seek support to end Gulf war 


BRUSSELS (R) — An Arab Lea- 
gue delegation Thursday started a 
European tour here seeking sup- 
port for efforts to end the Gulf war 
and bring Iran to the negotiating 
table. Belgian officials said. 

Belgian Prime Minister Wilfred 
Martens told the delegation of 
Jordanian and North Yemen For- 
eign Ministers Taher AI Masri and 
Ahmad Mohammad Al-Asbahi 
that his country shared its Eur- 
opean Community partners' wish 


for an early end to the war. 

But the Belgian officials said 
Mr. Martens did not go beyond a 
statement issued by Community 
foreign ministers on March 27 cal- 
ling on Iran and Iraq to co-operate 
in the search for a peaceful sol- 
ution honourable to them both. 

Arab League foreign ministers 
decided last month to actively 
seek world pressure on Iran to end 
the three-year-oid war which has 
heightened tension in the Gulf. 


A league spokesman said the 
Arab envoys were also trying to 
stem the illicit export of weapons 
from Europe which enabled Iran 
to continue its attack on Iraqi ter- 
ritory and maintain its refusal to 
join peace talks. 

Belgium was not particularly 
suspected as a source of illegal 
weapons to Iran and Mr. Martens 
assured the ministers that Brussels 
would continue to ban their exp- 
ort. 


Israel denies arms sales to Nicaraguan rebels 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— A row has erupted in Israel 
over allegations that the gov- 
ernment is providing arms to 
U.S.-backed Nicaraguan rebels.

Lebanese envoy

Libya ordered 
Ambassador Niz3r Farhai to quit 
Tripoli after Lebanon signed a 
U.S.-sponsored troop withdrawal 
agreement with Israel on May 1 7 
last year. Libya recalled its amb- 
assador in Beirut at the same time. 


supplied weapons to the rebels, as 
reported this week by American 
NBC Television. 

“Normally we do not discuss 
arms sales at all but this allegation 
is so baseless and casts such a slur 
upon Israel's image that we dec- 
ided to make a public denial.” an 
official told reporters Thursday. 

The affair has focused attention 
on talks in Washington between 
Foreign Ministry Director- 
General David Kimche and U.S. 
officials on Israeli aid to Central 
America. 

In the NBC report, a Nic- 
araguan rebel commander said his 
group's Soviet-made weapons 
were from a batch Israel captured 
from Palestinian commandos in 
the 1 982 Lebanon war. 

The rebels were said to prefer 
such weapons because they can 
use ammunition captured from 
the Soviet-supplied Nicaraguan 


Army. 

Yair Tsaban. a left-wing lsraefc- 
parliamentfcrian. says he has inf- 
ormation indicating Israel has 
supplied the rebels with arms. He 
has called for a parliamentary inq- 
uiry. 

Mr. Tsaban told the newspaper 
AI Hamishmar that the supplies 
began after a visit to Honduras by 
then Defence Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron in December 1982. 

He said Mr. Sharon met the 
Honduran chief of staff, described 
as a rebel supporter, to arrange 
the sales. 

The Jerusalem Post devoted a 
long editorial to the issue Thu- 
rsday. also suggesting that del- 
iveries were made through Hon- 
duras where the rebels have bases. 

The newspaper said a thorough 
review of the subject would be 
held after Israel's general ele- 
ctions in July.

Egyptian 
envoy starts 
African tour 

CAIRO (R) — A senior Egyptian 
envoy left for N igeria Friday at the 
start of a tour of five African states 
to explain an Egyptian plan aimed 
at ending the Gulf war. 

Foreign Ministry officials said 
senior diplomat Ahmad Sidqi was 
carrying messages detailing the 
plan to the presidents of Nigeria, 
Zaire. Senegal, the Ivory Coast 
and Guinea from Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak. 

Another envoy. Ahmad Zant, is 
expected to leave for Tanzania. 
Ethiopia. Zambia and Kenya Sat- 
urday. they added. 

Details of the peace plan have 
not been disclosed, but the semi- 
official newspaper AJ Ahram said 
last week it included a ceasefire, 
formation of a peacekeeping force 
on the Iran-Iraq border and agr- 
eement by both Iran and Iraq to 
end the conflict through arb- 
itration or negotiations. 


Oman may 
support Egypt’s 
peace' plan 

DHAKA (R) — Oman may sup- 
port an Egyptian plan for ending 
the war between Iran and Iraq,, 
including a proposal for a peace 
force along their border. Oman's 
Foreign Minister Yousuf AI Alawi 
Abdullah said. 

Mr. Abdullah, who arrived Fri- 
day on a two-day visit, was cau- 
tiously optimistic about the plan's 
outcome. 

“We will certainly support the 
proposal if it has a chance of suc- 
cess.” he told reporters at the air- 
port. 

He said he would discuss with 
Bangladeshi leaders the question 
of political and economic co- 
operation among Muslim Nations. 

But he said the Gulf war and the 
situation in Lebanon would be 
prominent in his talks here. 


ECWA 
to study 

Palestinian 

conditions 

BAGHDAD (Petra) — The 1 1th 
session of the Economic Com- 
mission of Western Asia (ECWA) 
concluded its four-day meetings 
here Thursday with a decision to 
study the economic conditions and 
the situation of the Palestinian 
people in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories within a limited period of 
time. Jordan News Ageocy. Petra 
said. 

The ECWA also decided to par- 
ticipate in the fourth United Nat- 
ions Industrial Development Con- 
ference which will be held in Vie- 
nna next August, Petra said. 

Participants also decided to 
hold four technical meetings bet- 
ween 1 986 and 1 987 to study sub- 
jects related to statistics, pro- 
duction. commodities, new sou- 
rces of energy, food security in the 
developing countries and sup- 
porting the studies and activities in 
the field of developing the labour 
force. 

Participants decided to support 
the ECWA programmes in the 
field of raising the contribution of 
the Arab women to the economic 
development and drawing up a 
formula for the general policy of 
the ECWA to be in harmony with 
its programmes and plans in order 
to meet its responsibilities. 

The participating delegations 
also decided to amend the article 
to adopt Arabic language as an 
official one in functional and adm- 
inistrative matters. 

The conferees passed a decision 
urging the general secretariat of 
the ECWA to contact the Arab 
League, its organisations and the 
Arab regional organisations with a 
view to work for a regional con- 
ference for women. 


Kuwait deports over 250 people 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has dep- 
orted between 250 and 300 peo- 
ple for political reasons since a 
wave of bombings hit the country 
in December, a senior gov- 
ernment official said Thursday. 

General Yousuf Bader AI Kha- 
rafi. undersecretary in the Min- 
istry of Interior, said those dep- 
orted were of different nat- 
ionalities and had been expelled 
from the country because of their 
“political notions”. 

He told Reuters the dep- 
ortations were one result of a tig- 
htening of security after the bom- 
bings, which hit the U.S. and 
French embassies and gov- 
ernment installations, leaving six 
dead and more than 80 injured. 

A three-man state security 
court sentenced five Iraqis and a 
Lebanese to death by hanging last 
month following their conviction 
of involvement in the bombings. 

The six. of whom three are still 
at large, were among 25 accused 
of involvement in the attacks. 


■ Gen. Kharafi said the gov- 
ernment was taking seriously rep- 
eated threats of attacks in Kuwait 
but also on Kuwaiti diplomats and 
embassies, particularly in Europe,' 
that it had received since the trial- 

He said the threats had been 
received in telephone calls and by 
mail from extremist groups such as 
the Islamic Jihad (holy struggle) 
and AJ Mujaheddin guerrilla gro- 
ups. 

.Kuwait regularly deports 
around 2,000 people a year for 
non-political reasons, usually ass- 
ociated with entering the country 
illegally. 

Gen. Kharafi said there rem- 
ained many members of the 
Al-Daawa AI- Islam ia (Islamic 
call) group in Kuwait, but added 
the government would not bother 
them if they did nothing wrong. 

Prior to the bombings trial, 
which started in February, the 
accused were said to have had 
links with AI Daawa. a shadowy 


Shi’iie Muslim group. 

Gen. Kharafi said he had rec- 
eived no word on the hangings of 
those sentenced to death by the 
State Seucurity Court. . . 

‘ The death sentences cannot be 
carried out before they are ratified 
by the Emir of Kuwait Sheikh 
Jaber AI Ahmad Al Sabah. 

But Gen. Kharafi said security, 
would be tightened further if the 
hangings took place. 

He said Kuwait had tightened 
restrictions on entering the cou- 
ntry but had not stopped issuing 
visas and no-objection certificates 
for those wishing to come in. 

About 50 per cent of Kuwait’s 
1.7 million people are ncui- 
Kuwaitis. 

“After rhe bombings we have to 
look carefully at the people who 
are coming in.” Gen. Kharafi said. 

A number of plans were now 
under study to improve security in 
the country, he said, but he dec- 
lined to elaborate. 


Torture rife in Turkey, Amnesty says 


BRUSSELS (R) — Torture of 
political prisoners, harassment of 
the press and other human rights 
abuses are rife in Turkey despite 
the country’s partial handover to 
civilian control, the European Par- 
liament heard Thursday. 

Anne Burley, research officer 
with Amnesty International — the 
political human rights org- 
anisation — told a hearing the 
steps taken by the new civilian 
government, which came to power 
in December, were inadequate. 

“The systematic and wid- 
espread torture which takes place 
•in Turkey could only occur with’ 
official tolerance.” she said. 

She added hundreds of political 
prisoners were still in jail, more 
than 200 condemned to death, 
and military prosecutors in cur- 
rent trials had requested the death 
penalty for many more. 


Ms. Burley said the civilian aut- 
horities had no jurisdiction over 
the main Turkish provinces, still 
under military control. 

Peter Galline. director , of the 
International Press Institute, said 
journalists in Turkey risked per- 
secution and harassment. Res- 
trictive press laws and strong mil- 
itary pressure made by moves 
towards a greater freedom of exp- 
ression unlikely. 

Mr. Galliner said the closing 
down -of newspapers had become 
commonplace, and editors were 
expected to use self-censorship. 

The International Con- 
federation of Free Trade Unions 
complained at the “flagrant and 
persistent” abuse of trade union 
and other human rights in Turkey. 

Amnesty said prisoners at Diy- 
arbakir in the south-east, were 
regularly beaten up. tortured and 


in some cases burned to death. 

2 policemen jailed 

In Istanbul, a military court 
Thursday jailed two Turkish pol- 
icemen to six years and eight 
months each for torturing a man to 
death, the semi-official Anatolian 
News Agency reported. 

It convicted KadirAIptekinand 
Osman Orduhan of torturing stu- 
dent Ekrem Eksi until he died 
when he was held in detention dur- 
ing a police operation in 1 980, the 
agency said. 

It gave no further details. 

The government has replied to 
widespread allegations of torture 
and maltreatment by saying it will 
prosecute any case brought to its 
attention. 

Convicted murderers are usu- 
ally sentenced to death or to jail 
sentences of more than 20 years in 
Turkey. 


Turkish prime minister flies to Tehran .today 


ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister TurgutOzal flies to Teh- 
ran Saturday on his first official ‘ 
visit abroad since he came to 
power last December after gen- 
eral elections ended three years of 
military rule. 

His two-day trip, at the inv- 
itation of the Iranians, caps -a ; 
week-long effort by Turkey to 1 
boost its already highly valuable I 
trade with Tehran. 

Last weekend. State Minister 
Ismail Ozdaglar travelled to Teh- 
ran accompanied by more than 
200 businessmen in what new- 
spapers here have dubbed a trade 
invasion. 

Officials say the immediate aim 
was to raise Turkish exports to 
Iran — which range from food 
through iron and steel to plastics 
— to $ billion this year to bal- 
ance oil imports from Iran of aro- 
und five million tonnes, more than 
a third of Turkish oil imports. 

Last year. Turkish exports to 
Iran reached $1 .08 billion, its big- 
gest to an^ one country, with imp- 
orts reaching $1.22 billion. 

Longer term projects for dis- 
cussion include possible crude oil 
and natural gas pipelines, more 
work for Turkish contractors in

Iran and a proposal for a joint tra- 
ctor factory. 

• The massive recent increase in 
Turkish exports to Iran, up from a 
mere $12 million in 1979. reflects 
what government officials call 
Ankara's “honest attitude" tow- 
ards the Islamic regime of Aya- 
tollah Khomeini since the 1979 
revolution. 

Although itself founded on str- 
ictly secular principles of gov- 
ernment. Turkey kept open all 


channels to Tehran after the ove- 
rthrow of the Shah and has obs- 
erved an unswerving neutrality in 
the war between its neighbours 
Iran and Iraq. 

Its neutral stance has led Tur- 
• key at least once to tty to mediate 
an end - the war. Earlier this 
year. President' Kenan Evren ret- 
u/iiedfrOftj afripjo Sain# Arabia' 
saying he was willing to try again.' 

But the government has since 
spelt out that it will not take any 
initiative until both Tehran and 
Baghdad request it and officials 
say so far there has been no ind- 
ication that Iran is changing its 
stance of spurning mediation. 

“ Mr. Ozal is not going to Iran in 
any way as mediator ” said one 
senior official. 

Mr. Ozal is likely to re-iterate 
Turkey’s concern that fighting in 
the war could threaten a vital oil 
pipeline to Turkey from Iraq or 
stir up trouble from Kurdish sep- 
aratists in the mainly Kurdish bor- 
der region of the three nations. 

Turkey issued stiff warnings to 
both sides last year when fightiqg 
ob the northern and central war 
fronts was fierce that it would not 
tolerate any threat to its vital int- 
erests. Since then, both areas have 


been relatively quiet. 

Other topics could cover the 
thousands of Iranians still fleeing 
every year across the border into 
Turkey as well as drugs and other 
smuggling rife along the same 
remote frontier. 

The senior official ack- 
nowledged that Turkey’s position 
a4”a member 1 of tft'd NATO all- 
iance and a close friend of many 
Middle Eastern countries made its 
links with Iran unique. 

This could benefit all sides. 
“But the prime minister isnot act- 
ing as some sort of channel for 
others.” he added. 

Officials note that previous pra- 
ctice by new Turkish prime min- 
isters has been to visit Iran and 
Pakistan first, which with Turkey 
are in the process of reviving a 
trilateral Regional Co-operation 
for Development (RCD) group. 

Mr. Ozal is scheduled to visit 
Pakistan next month, followed by . 
a visit to Libya, another valuable 
trading partner. 

One concern here over Mr. 
Ozal’s trip to Tehran has been a 
possible threat from Armenian 
commando groups who last month 
wounded two diplomats in attacks 
on Turkish targets in Tehran.

A1 Ra’i: Mere propaganda 


ADDRESSING 45 French parliamentarians who are currently vis- 
iting Israel. Israeli Prime Minister Shamir dismissed the idea that 
Israel wants to annex the occupied Arab territories, and alleged that 
Israel wants a political solution which is acceptable to all parties • 
concerned. Moreover. Shamir claimed that his state is calling on 
Arabs to sit round the negotiating table, along the lines of the Camp' 
David accords. 

Yet it seems that the French parliamentarians have remembered 
the study published by the Zionist former deputy mayor of Jer- 
usalem. in which he admitted that annexation of the occupied Arab 
territories is a question of mere time, in addition to what has been 
published in the Israeli press about the actual annexation. Hence 
they directed many questions on the subject to Shamir, who denied 
such inclinations. 

This denial on the part of Israel does not represent a change in its 
intentions of actually annexing the occupied Arab territories. Sha- 
mir's allegation that Israel wants a political solution is refuted by the 
Israel itself, which alleges that Palestinians are a minority livingon an 
Israeli soil and denies the Palesrinian people the right to their land 
and to self-determination. Moreover. Israel rejected the Venice 
Declaration, which was issued by the European Community, thus 
refusing any role for the European countries in finding a settlement 
to the Palestine question. 

Given this, what settlement is Shamir speaking about and what 
negotiations is he calling for? 

The former deputy mayor of Jerusalem has approved that Israel 
was performing a play even when it was negotiating with the Egy- 
ptians along the lines of the Camp David accords, and that it has no 
serious intentions to withdraw from the territories. 

He hope that the French parliamentarians will be able to deduce 
this fact, particularly as the indispensable basis for any real neg- 
otiations is the recognition by Israel of the Palestinians* right to their 
own national soil and self-determination. 


Al Dustour: Lebanon needs peace 


ARABS AND Lebanese people attach great hopes to the formation 
of the new -Lebanese government, which will be headed by Rashid 
Karami. 

The Lebanese people have not only become tired of the death 
game, but are also desperate in their fear that continued fighting and 
damage will lead to another catastrophe resulting in splitting Leb- 
anon and killing much more of those who could survive. 

The warring Lebanese Factions have recently learnt that ten years 
of fighting did not achieve any victory and did not preserve the 
homeland, neither did they enable any of the warring factions to 
dominate the others. 

Consequently they are now entrusting their leadership to a new 
government, which they hope will be the national salvation gov- 
ernment. and not merely a truce one. They want it lo be a gov- 
ernment which is capable of putting an end to the war. achieving 
peace, building the homeland and saving the country from more 
bloodshed. 

It is clear that the assignment by Lebanese President Amin Gem- 
ayel of Mr. Rashid Karami to form a new government means that 
there is a general agreement on the reform programme, which Mr. 
Karami has presented to the various factions and panics in Lebanon. 

The programme aims at initiating new and basic reforms, among 
which arc cancellation of sectarianism in public service, keeping the 
army away from factional struggle, dissolving the private militias, 
expanding the authorities of the cabinet and others issues. 

The most encouraging sign is that neither of the warring factions 
has so far expressed rejection of co-operating with Mr. Karami or 
opposition to his programme.

Al Ra'i: Open doors for Egypt 


EGYPTIAN FOREIGN Minister Kamal Hassan Ali has stated that 
his country will be committed lo any Arab strategy to confront Israeli 
occupation of southern Lebanon and its drive to establish more 
settlements in the occupied Arab territory. This statement is a clear 
message for the Arabs to understand the nature of Egyptian relations 
with its sister Arab states, especially, as in the same statement he said 
that Isracli-Egyptian relations had reached their lowest ebb. 

Mr. Ali said also that Egypt's commitment to support Arab states 
is above all other considerations. This should be understood and 
utilised by the Arab countries, which ought to respond favourably 
and restore their relations with Egypt, with which they can draw up a 
joint strategy for future action in the face of Israel’s practices and 
continued policies against the Palestinians and the people in southern 
Lebanon. 

A study just published in the United States says that Israel's 
annexation of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip is a matter of time 
and therefore every day that passes offers Israel more chances of 
achieving its goals. The denunciations and the statements that dep- 
lore Israel's actions in the occupied territories can not solve the 
problem. It is rather through a joint strategy comprising Egypt and all 
other Arab states that this nation can restore the tights of (he Pal- 
estinians and safeguard its dignity. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Jordanian-Saudi effort 


SAUDI ARABIA and Jordan have issued an appeal to the Arab 
Nation to end its divisions and differences and to unify- its ranks in the 
face of Israel's onslaught and the other challenges facing it. The two 
countries directed their call to the Arab masses to work relentlessly 
and sincerely to end the deteriorating situation in the Arab region 
and to safeguard the solidarity and unity of the nation. 

It is a call lo all Arab countries and to all citizens to shoulder their 
responsibilities and honour their national commitments. The con- 
tradictions in the Arab World arc delaying any serious efforts by 
some sincere leaders who are keen on serving their nation. These 
contradictions and divisions among Arab states offer their enemies a 
golden opportunity to pursue their conspiracies and continue their 

attacks. _ _ ... 

The lack of joint Arab action and the failure of Arabs to realise the 
dangers threatening their presence and future have encouraged the 
Israelis to pursue plans for swallowing up our lands, and the Iranians, 
to persist in their aggression. All these points were made dear in the 
call issued from Riyadh by the leaders of Saudi Arabia and Jordan. 
Perhaps the Riyadh meeting marked the start of a long march tow- 
ards Arab solidarity and a brighter future. 


VIEW FROM AMERICA

Why is there such a worldwide revival of 



SAN FRANCISCO — In the 
highly secularised United Sta- 
tes. old and new religions are 
flourishing. These are not so 
much the establishment cults 
but popular religions, faiths 
that are growing at what Ame- 
ricans call the "grass roots” 
(down where the people are). 
While fewer and fewer young 
men are studying to become 
Catholic priests, there is a res- 
urgence of faith among old 
Catholics and those converted 
to the faith. While est- 
ablishment Protestant sects are 
becoming more and more like 
clerical bureaucracies, new 
"fundamentalist’’ sects are 
growing at a rapid rate. While 
official Judaism sometimes 
seems little different from Pro- 
testantism. young Jews are joi- 
ning older, traditional faiths. 
Islam in the U.S. too is spr- 
eading at the grass roots. 


In Latin America, religion is 
spreading fast at the grass roots 
level, even as the old. dora inant 
Catholicism with its links to 
wealthy oligarchies and brutal 
militaries languishes. The most 
dynamic groups are the "basic 
Christian communities” that 
gather in "churched' that seem 
a lot like small neighbourhood 
mosques. Protestants too are 
spreading fast. 

The Islamic revival spr- 
eading throughout the entire 
Islamic World is well known. 

in the Communist countries, 
powerful underground rel- 
igions are developing. 

Even in secularised Japan, 
there are stirrings of religious 
revival. Japan, historically, has 
been a religion-minded cou- 
ntry and some of the roots of 
that tradition are sprouting 
new plants. 

Why should we now be see- 


ing such a revival just about 
everywhere in the world? 

We might also ask: Why did 
we see only a few decades or a 
century such a simultaneous 
appearance of nationalism? 
And at the same time, a sim- 
ultaneous appearance of Mar- 
xism? 

A simple answer would be: 
In earlier times, people in their 
sufferings held out their hands 
to the state, to great leaders 
and strong governments, hop- 
ing for help, support, aad gui- 
dance. By and large, their 
hopes were dashed. 

Then many turned their 

faces towards Marxism. Som- 
ehow Marxism seemed to be 
promising all that nationalism 
did but in addition it vowed to 
do everything by. for. and thr- 
ough the people. Marxism has 
been an even greater failure 
than nationalism. 


Now religion comes along 
and promises: Nothing! It tells 
people to turn their eyes tow- 
ards God but at the same time 
to go back to their roots. It tells 
them: Ceasesetdngyour hopes 
oh the present, but look to the 
future which is God's but gain 
spiritual nourishment from the 
past. 


But if that were all religion 
did, it would be so abstract as to 
have little meaning. But it does 
more. It gives people a sense of 
where they are going- It gives 
them a road, a way. 


All the great religions have 
this sense of a way. The Fatima 
of the Holy Koran speaks of 
"the correct way” (al sirai 
al-mustaqira). Jesus says of 
Himself: "I am the way, the 
life, the truth.” The religions of 
China and Japan all speak of 
the Tao or ultimate principle; 


the word means: road. 

' All people need a sense of 
direction. Few can give the- 
mselves such a sense. It has to 
come from without. And if the 
world is as mixed-up as it is, it 
must be a great and grand ext-, 
ernal leader who so does. Nat- 
ionalism had great ■ leaders, 
Marxism had a grand theory. 
But only religions have God. 

So many great leaders failed 
because the directions they 
gave their people turned out to 
be disastrous or irrelevant. 
Marxism failed because the 
theory in the end explained 
nothing. In the end Marxism 
turned out to be nothing more 
than an opium for the int- 
ellectuals and a pseudo- 
religion for the masses. It is 
now religion's turn, and it is 
offering directions that not 
only take people through the 


■present and intothc future but 
beyond life teelf. 


There has to be a lesson for 
rulers in this. It is not enough to 
manage well. It is not enough 
for people to have a high' sta- 
ndard of living or to be pro- 
tected by a firm national def- 
ence. People must have a sense 
of direction. It need not always 
be a shining highway going into 
some brilliant future. Ii can 
also be a road of suffering and 
sacrifice. But belter that than 
no road at all. 


The great mistake of the 
West was to assume that life in 
the present could be so dev- 
eloped that all in the world 
would or could live in peace 
and plenty. It has not worked 
out that way. People fear or 
yearn for a future. They want 
to have a road on which they 
can travel. 
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Syrian, Israeli troops are in Lebanon on different

Recent remarks by U.S. Assistant Secretary of State Richard Murphy 
on the Israeli military presence in Lebanon as an invasion force 
vis-a-vis Syrian troops, which he acknowledged are there upon inv- 
itation by the Lebanese authorities . have drawn severe criticism by the 
Israeli governments. Following are major excerpts from the interview 
Mr. Murphy had given to the Kuwaiti daily Al Siyassa published April 
19. 1984. ' 


Question: Tell us. why have you 
come to Kuwait? 

Answer: I took over the job of ass- 
istant secretary last fall, after lea- 
ving my position as ambassador to 
Saudi Arabia. This is the first cha- 
nce I've had to visit the Gulf states 
for many years. So 1 am renewing 
some old acquaintances, but also 
getting to know many people who 
were not in their present positions 
when I was Iasi in Kuwait in 1971. 
I’m a little bit out of date, and it 
was time to come back. That’s the 
baric purpose of the trip: To get 
re-acquainted and to gain a first- 
hand view from the Gulf per- 
spective on our bilateral rel- 
ationship. on the regional que- 
stions. obviously on the lran-lraq 
war. Lebanon and the Middle East 


peace process. 

Q: We’d like to know more about 
the American views concerning 
the lran-lraq war. People here 
believe the Americans are doldg 
nothing to end the war. Are you 
only concerned with the Hormuz 
Strait? 

A. The war itself concerns us very 
deeply. We announced our policy 
when the war started in the fall of 
19SQ. that the conflict should be 
brought to a rapid conclusion, thr- 
ough negotiation. We announced 
at that time that we would not our- 
selves be supplying arms to either 
party. That had a more direct bea- 
ring on our former relationship 
with Iran because the Iranian mil- 
itary was equipped basically by the 
U.S. in the years of the Shah. We 
announced a policy of not pro- 
viding arms to either side. What 
we announced has been carried 
out. The U.S. has not authorised 
the shipment of any arms which 
we control to either party. The 
question doesn't arise in the case 
of Iraq because they don't have 
American equipment. We have 
sought through our diplomacy 
ever since that time to find a way 
to get negotiations going. Unf- 
ortunately. it's been a dead end so 
far. but we hope that the road for 
diplomacy will soon be open. 

We were optimistic when last 
October we helped prepare the 
resolution at the U.N. Security 
Council. Resolution 540 of Oct. 
31. My government considered 
chat to be a fair, evenhanded tre- 
atment of both parties lo the con- 
flict. You may remember it called 
for keeping the war out of the Gulf 
and trying to get both capitals to 
come to negotiations and to agree 
on that fundamental principle of 
keeping the war out of the Gulf: 
we also talked of freedom of nav- 
igation in that. But you are right to 
recall in your question that the 
president has spoken of freedom 
of navigation in international wat- 
ers of the Gulf and of keeping the 
Straits open- That is a public Ame- 
rican commitment. But when we 
talk about keeping the Straits 
open, we are obviously concerned 
that the war not reach that point. 

Q. Do you think the war could 
spread to Saudi Arabia or to the 
Gulf? 

A. The war has been confined 
to the two states for almost four 
years. A tanker was recently 
struck, however, leaving Kuwait. 
There have been a number of 
ships hit in the upper Gulf. These 
have been signs of what can hap- 
pen. Any war can escalate and not 
necessarily according to an ori- 
ginal plan. Wars are almost by def- 
inition unpredictable. We are con- 
cerned that we do everything pos- 
sible', and we encourage our allies 
and our friends to do the same, 
first, to contain the war, and sec- 
ond. to bring it to as quick an end 
as possible. We are very much 
aware that for two years now it has 
been Baghdad that has been see- 


king negotiations and that there 
has been no answer from Irao. 

Q. On April 9. Vice-President 
Bush gave a small hint that could 
have been understood to have 
been a new commitment from the 
administration. He was quoted as' 
saying that the U.S. wouldn't 
leave their moderate friends — he 
mentioned Saudi Arabia. Jordan 
and the Gulf states — at the mercy 
of radical elements in the area. I 
think he meant if Iran should gain 
militarily a success over Iraq aro- 
und Basra. Could you elaborate 
on exactly what he meant, in the 
context of your trip? 

A. The present American adm- 
inistration. like its predecessor, 
has made it clear, from the pre- 
sident on down, that we are com- 
mitted to the freedom of nav- 
igation in the international waters 
of the Gulf. We are prepared to 
consult , with interested parties, 
including our friends in the Gulf, 
to take such measures as might be 
necessary to guarantee free access 
to the Gulf and to help the nations 
of the area defend themselves. We 
want to help. First of all. we want 
to end the war; if that comes 
about, any fun her help would be 
academic. We are concerned 
about the stability and security of 
states with which we have had long 
and good relations, and that app- 
lies without any question to the 
states of the Arabian Peninsula, 
from Kuwait down through 
Oman. But 1 don't think you sho- 
uld read into the vice president's 
statement a hint of a " new com- 
mitment." After all what does fre- 
edom of navigation mean, if you 
are going to be navigating into a 
hostile area? We have friendly 
relationships, open and free tra- 
ding relationships, open exc- 
hanges for decades, with your 
country, with Oman for well over 
a century, and with Saudi Arabia 
since before World War II. These 
relationships are important to us. 
If our help is needed, if our help is 
requested. — and I emphasise 
requested — we will try to help. 

Q. Exactly what does the Ame- 
rican administration want from 
the Gulf states, in terms of fac- 
ilities, in terms of warehouses, or 
any other terms which would fit 
into the framework which you 
mentioned? 

A. First of all. let me make clear 
wc are not using that word which 
has so many unpleasant con- 
notations: we are not looking for 
bases. This is a period of danger, a 
period of threat. Closer con- 
sultation about military co- 
operation would be valuable to 
increase our ability lo respond to 
any emergency which might arise. 
God willing, it is not going to arise. 
But the point of consultations is to 
know what our friends' concerns 
are. to understand them, and to 
understand better their abilities to 
help themselves. 

Q. I think frequent military dis- 
cussions have been carried out 
over the past two or three years. 
They give the impression that it is 
now time to define exactly what 
Kuwait can provide as well as 
other countries. 

A. I think you arc asking about 
Specifics which are not really at 
issue today, between us and 
Kuwait or between us and the 
other states. We are not asking the 
government of Kuwait for fac- 
ilities. We are trying to understand 
the problem as it is seen by the 
Gulf states, to share our app- 
reciations of the threat, the pro- 
blems which exist today in the 
lran-lraq war and the dangers 
which could arise from its esc- 
alation. Wc are concerned about 
it. 1 don’t hide our concern. But 
that’s not the only reason r m com-

ing to Kuwait. We have a rel- 
ationship that covers a broad 
gamut of commerce, investment 
political concerns about regional 
political problems, with which 
Kuwait is as deeply concerned as 
we are: I'm not here shopping for 
military facilities. 

Q. How would you define the 
threat to the Gulf? Does it come 
from the Soviet Union? Is it from 
Iran? Does it come from any rad- 
ical elements? Exactly how would 
you define the threat? . _ 

A. I would define the threat astr- 
potential escalation of the Iraq- ■ 
Iran war. 

Q. Where might it lead to? Is 
there a scenario? 

A. Of course, every gov- 
ernment develops scenarios. 
Every government makes con- 
tingency plans. I don't think it is 
useful to spell those out, because it 
always implies, when you are say- 
ing that we are concerned about 
scenario A. that that scenario is 
more likely to come about than 
scenario B. But it is the chance of a 
spillover, a spreading of the war 
that worries us — we hope that 
isn’ t going to happen. But it would 
not be prudent for us. nor for the 
governments in the area, nor those 
governments who are closely rel- 
ated to the Gulf states as is the 
United States — I refer to the gov- 
ernments of Western Europe and 
Japan — not to think through a 
whole range of scenarios. Many 
countriesare concerned about the 
stability of the Gulf area. The U.S. 
is perhaps not even the foremost 
of these, since, as you know we 
import only three or four percent 
of our oil from the Gulf. There are 
a number of states with which we 
are allied or are close to which 
could be seriously affected. 

Q. America is a big power. This 
area is very far from Israel and 
Lebanon. Can America do som- 
ething with the Soviet Union to 
stop this? Wc hear that arms are 
coming from Israel to Iran. Can't 
America do something to stop 
this? 

A. That's a fair question. We 
have been trying to stop the war.- 
As I said, we announced and we 
immediately implemented our 
policy of denying arms to the 
combatants at the outbreak of the 
war. We then moved to encourage 
our friends and our allies, those 
nations with which wc can usu- 
efully discuss such a subject, not to 
supply arms. We have intensified 
those efforts, using a special task 
force in Washington over the last 
several months. And we think our 
efforts have made a number of 
nations aware of the dangers 
which a continuation of the war 
would pose, not just to the region 
but to the world community. 

Now. one problem you have is 
control. There is a very active int- 
ernational black market in arms, 
that is not always responsive to the 
will of a particular government. 
There is a great deal of money to 
be made in the sale of arms. We 
live in an imperfect world where 
some states either do not know 
about the private trade some of 
their citizens arc engaged in or 
don’t have the control mechanism 
to clamp down on the supply. 
Arms merchants operate int- 
ernationally. Policy makers may 
agree that, yes, this war must end, 
but to shut down arms traffic is 


like trying to trace your way thr- 
ough a spider’s web, a maze. How 
did a particular shipment of war 
material get to the warring par- 
ties? It takes a great deal of effort 
— you don't stop it just by words, 
by rhetoric — you have to have a 
great deal of co-operation at all 
levels even to track, much less 
control, the movement of arms 
around the world. 

We think we have succeeded in 
ensuring that no American- 
licensed arms are going to Iran. 
Wc have talked very seriously, 
and with increasing effectiveness. 
to some friendly states. We cannot 
influence the Soviets on this que- 
stion: we cannot influence North 
Korea. But many others we can 
and do talk to discourage the flow 
of arms, it won' t end the war tom- 
orrow. but we hope we can help 
slow the war down and discourage 
those who say that war is (he only 
solution. 

Q. How do the Soviets view the 
war? Do they want the war to 
stop? 

A. I don’t see that it is in the 
Soviet interest to have this war 
continue. . But having said this, so 
what? What are they going to do 
about it? They are selling arms to 
both parties. 

Q. There are proofs that they . 
are selling to Iran? 

A. Yes. Now. is it the money 
that interests Moscow? Probably 
not. although the Soviets always 
get paid. They don’t give anything 
away. 1 think it's more a question 
of their seeking influence and cul- 
tivating relationships over time in 
an effort to buy good will. 

Q. When Mr. Reagan said that 
he wants to keep the Straits open, 
the Soviets said that this is just a 
justification to come into the area, 
and they criticised that policy. It 
appears that they only care about 
keeping America out of the reg- 
ion. so 1 ask again, what is their 
interest? 

A. 1 think it is building Soviet 
relationships in this area and arms 
sales are one element. 

Q. Based on American inf- 
ormation, what is the Iraqi mil- 
itary situation in the war? Is it 
strong or not? 

A. Iraq has performed well mil- 
itarily in defending its lines over 
the past two years and we think it 
will continue to do so. 

Q. What about the coming bat- 
tle of Basra? There are indications 
from many sources that a crucial 
battle is coming. Based on U.S. 
intelligence information, how 
would you see the coming battle of 
Basra? 

A. Ayatollah Khomeini has 
described it as the final offensive. 
There is a massive concentration 
of troops in the field facing Basra 
which the Iranians have ass- 
embled. It looks like a seriously 
organised campaign to attack sou- 
thern Iraq. 

Q. Is there a chance of an int- 
ernational escalation? 

A. This is our concern. It has 
been an enormously costly and 
bloody war. one of extraordinary 
savagely involving massive human 
losses. Outside of the region it*s 
been not well reported, not well 
covered. Few people outside have 
been aware of how extensive the ■ 
bloodshed has been. And it looks 
as if a very bloody battle is shaping 
up again. 

Q- Again, is it possible that this 
coming battle will internationalise 
the war? 

A. I don’ t want to speculate fur- 
ther on that. A war by definition is 
unpredictable. 

Q. Could we come back to one 
of the main topics facing the area 
and the U.S.? That is the loss of 
credibility of the U.S. which has 
been mentioned by King Hussein 
and Sheikh Zayed recently? 

A. We just don’t accept that the 
U.S. has lost credibility in the 
Arab World. I’m familiar whh the 
statements which you cite. Bui the 
fact is that, bilaterally and in the 


region as a whole, our role in the 
peace process has been recognised 
as being that of the one party 
which can talk to both sides. Now 
we’ve had a dose relationship with 
Israel for over three decades. 
There’s no secret about that. We 
also have close relationships wiih 
a large number of Arab states. 
And I think that it has been shown 
that our relationship with Israel 
has been a help, and not a bar. to 
our acting as an interlocutor bet- 
ween the parties. Now you know 
we believe that the only way to 
reach peace is through neg- 
otiations. 1 trace U.S. interest in a 
just and fair solution from Res- 
olution 242 in 1967, through the 
Camp David accords, with its sta- 
tements on Palestinian autonomy, 
to the Sept. 1. 1982 Reagan ini- 
tiative. 


. 1 believe Camp David and the 
Reagan initiative offer both the 
fairest and — equally Important — 
most workable outline for pro- 
gress towards a peace whose dur- 
ability would .stem from its acc- 
eptability to all parties. We are not 
interested in promoting a partial. 
half-baked m arrangement which, 
favours one party .and dissatisfies 
the other. That would be an uns- ‘ 
table arrangement. The pre- 
sident's initiative of 1 982 was very 
carefully thought through and des- 
igned to give the fairest possible 
deal to all parties. Regrettably, 
neither Israel nor the Arab states 
has been ready to enter the peace 
process as envisaged by the pre- 
sident but the fact remains that 
there have got to be negotiations 
and there is going to be no pos- 
sibility. to progress on these very 
complicated issues in the area wit- 
hout negotiations. 

How to get them going? Mr. 
Reagan’s initiative discussed the 
next logical step, the entry of Jor- 
dan into the process. You are as 
familiar as I am with the reasons 
why the negotiations did not suc- 
ceed last year. But we see no other 
realistic way to move ahead except 
to make it possible for Jordan, 
supported by credible Pal- 
estinians, to enter talks. So while I 
don't enjoy the criticisms of our 
credibility. I don’t worry unduly 
about them. Since 1 967. our goal 
has consistently been to assist the 
parties in opening talks, to move 
'those talks ahead to win a just and 
durable peace. We cannot impose 
that peace. The parties out here in 
this region, those directly con- 
cerned, have got to want peace 
and work for it as hard as the out- 


siders. and in fact, harder. The 
desire has got to be in the area for 
that peace. 

Q. You have visited other Gull 
states, and now Kuwait. What is 
the acceptance in these slates of 
America? 

A- I. have found out at every 
stop which I've made, that the res- 
ponsible officials with whom I've 
talked are very interested both in 
explaining their positions, their 
outlooks to us. and in hearing 
what I have to say. 1 feci I've been 
given a full opportunity to explain 
American policy, and I have ben- 
efited from having this face to face 
opportunity to hear their con- 
cerns. to get their suggestions on 
how to move the area towards 
peace. It’s been a very friendly 
reception. That hasn't surprised 
me. I expected personal hos- 
pitality and I received it. But 1 also 
found an open minded interest in 
our ideas, and 1 think those off- 
icials in turn felt that we wanted 
their ideas and their suggestions. 
There is no monopoly on wisdom 
in this business. The Arab-Israeli 
problem is probably the most 
, complicated, diplomatic problem 
■ in the world today. 

Q. The cun-ent situation in 
Lebanon: Would you consider it a 
failure of U.S. policy, or a wrong 
perception of the forces al work 
■ there? And has the American y* 
administration agreed to give ^ 
Syria a larger role? After your visit 
to Israel, where does Israeli policy 
stand in this context? 

A. No. it’s not a failure of Ame- 
rican policy, nor any real failure of 
perception. Our involvement and 
engagement in Lebanon goes back 
many, many years and will con- 
tinue. But perhaps you are con- 
centrating on the presence of the 
U.S. Marines. You will recall that 
the Marines went in for two rea- 
sons: First, to assist in the eva- 
luation from Beirut of the PLO . 
Fighters in August 1982; then, 
after Sabra and Shatila. they were 
se nt back in along with the French. 
British and the Italians. That's 
important to remember — It was a - 
four-nation effort, not just an 
American effort. They went in to 
serve as a presence interposed 
between the Israelis and the other 
forces. That . was a success and a 
measure of stability resulted from 
forces acting as a buffer. The Mar- 
ines stayed, along with the soldiers JU 
of our partners, to help the gov- 
eminent of Lebanon restore its

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RECENTLY. TWO operations 
were carried out by: Palestinian 
resistance members in the occ- 
upied territories. These ope- 
rations. which resulted in the loss 
of civilian lives, were hailed as 
heroic acts both by our news 
media and the public at large. 
These two incidents have tri- 
ggered raized emotions in rae, 
ones that I thought I want to share 
with you. For beyond the emo- 
tional reaction to such events, 1 
think it is appropriate to discuss 
their importance, validity, effects 
and countereffects on the Pal- 
estinian cause and the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in general. 

1 have to admit that whenever 
such actions are committed aga- 
inst Israeli civilians, I have two 
opposed feelings that puli against 
each other. On the one hand, 1 
cannot say I feel the elation, the 
pride that usually comes with hea- 
ring about heroic acts. I don’t. 
There is not the satisfaction that 
comes with an action like. say. the 
bombing of the Israeli Military 
Command in SIdon last year. On 
the other hand, 1 do not exactly 
feel sorry for the Israelis either*. 


Can the killing ever stop? 


Even though every civilised not- 
ion tells me it is wrong to kill civ- 
ilians, there is no deep regret or 
sorrow. In short, actions like these 
are troublesome to my mind, bec- 
ause they evoke questions within 
me about humanity that I pre- 
viously thought I had definite 
answers for. 

I believe there are serious que- 
stions to be resolved, not only ind- 
ividually, but collectively as well. I 
do not believe these questions 
have been seriously debated or 
thought of in the Arab World. 
Some of them are moral in nature, 
others just practical. These que- 
stions specifically pertain to the 
legitimacy of actions against civ- 
ilians in war. To be more blunt, I 
am asking the question in general 
of whether it is justifiable or not in 
war to attack civilians, and spe- 
cifically whether such actions in 
our particular case are of any adv- 
antage to us. 

Such questions do not have 
clear answers as one might first 
think. Incidents where civilians 
were attacked in war are abundant 
in human history. One has only to 


point out to the bombings of Eur- 
opean cities by both sides in World 
War II, and to the Hiroshima ato- 
mic bomb, to emphasise that such 
actions were carried out and con- 
doned by the same societies that 
today supposedly stand in pri- 
nciple against such acts. Whether 
one is 30,000 feet away or at point 
blank from one's victims is of no 
consequence. The act is still called 
killing civilians. If the United Sta- 
tes used the justification of sho- 
rtening the war by dropping the 
atomic bomb, then by the same 
standards, can't we use the same 
argument that by killing Israeli 
civilians, we hope to “shorten the 
war” by bringing the Israelis to 
their senses? The question to be 
resolved here, though, is of a dif- 
ferent nature: Just because eve- 
rybody is doing it, does it make it 
right? Deir Yassin. Mai Lai. and 
Sabra and Shatila are still rel- 
atively fresh incidents in the 
world's mind. They represent ins- 
tances where not only civilians 
were killed, but also where they 
were the only intended target. 
Such actions were condemned by 
the whole world, us included. But 


the general feeling was that they 
represented actions taken by an 
occupying force against an occ- 
upied society. That is why such 
actions were strongly condemned, 
because they were committed by 
the strong against the weak. That 
triggers another question: If it is 
wrong for the oppressor to commit 
such crimes, is it right for the opp- 
ressed? Or is this question simply 
too naive? Should the oppressed 
use any means at their disposal 
against the occupier’s society, or 
should they abide by a civilised 
code of humanity, even if it is at 
the expense of his being, or even if 
his enemy is not abiding by such a 
code? Is all fair in war? If the opp- 
ressed is pushed against a wall 
where his desperation makes him 
fed. rightly or wrongly, he has no 
alternative but to carry out such 
actions, is it fair to ask him to 
abide by a civilised code when he 
was unjustly robbed of the very 
meaning of civilisation? 

These are disturbing questions, 
but 1 don't think the answer to 
them is black or white. For while it 
is easy to lay back and offer moral 


judgements from a distance, the 
issue is not all that clear to som- 
eone who is daily subjected to inj- 
ustice. 1 do not suggest an app- 
roval to such actions. 1 am merely 
pointing out that it is difficult to 
practise morality in its pure sense 
when you are constantly faced 
with immoral acts against your 
very identity. But let me carry this 
line of reasoning a little further. If 
one condones such actions by the 
oppressed, is there not a danger of 
opening a can of worms that is dif- 
ficult to close? In other words, if 
one allows killing civilians in par- 
ticular circumstances, is it not dif- 
ficult to draw the line? Or should 
one not worry about such matters 
and treat cases individually as they 
present themselves? 

The other serious question I 
want to raise is one of a cold, une- 
motional, tactical nature. Morality 
aside, are such actions of benefit 
to us? WOI killing Israeli civilians 
help the Palestinians and Arabs in 
the long run. or will h only serve to 
make matters worse? 

There are two schools of tho- 
ught here. One viewpoint states 
that such actions not only turn 


world public opinion against us. 
but also put Israelis more on the 
defensive. This line of thought 
points to the Israeli defensive, 
hostile attitude towards the world, 
a feeling that the world is out to 
get Jews, making it necessary for 
them always to take their guard 
against others. In such a case, act- 
ions like killing civilians will make 
Israelis even more oppressive. 

The opposite viewpoint states 
that such actions are necessary as a 
way to pressure the Israeli gov- 
ernment. as well as to point to the 
plight of the Palestinians, and 
drive the point home to the Israeli 
citizen that he/she will never be 
safe until he/she recognises Pal- 
estinian rights. 

Among all this contusion, one 
thing seems dear to ray mind. 
Such actions are a direct con- 
sequence of the absence of any 
effective policies by the Arabs on 
the Palestine issue, Palestinians 
included. The lack of any org- 
anised. systematic, and well- 
thought of actions, whatever they 
may be, to resolve this conflict, 
can only lead to actions such as 
these, carried out by frustrated 


young men and women who are 
tired of seeing their homeland 
slowly vanishing away that they 
are ready to give their lives for an 
alternative — any alternative. 

I believe we ought to evaluate 
such actions, and decide whether 
they are right for us or not. 1 do not 
have any answers to this question, 
and I will probably always have 
mixed emotions about the issue. 
But I do not approve of the way 
our newspapers describe these act- 
ions in an attempt to hide our 
impotence in solving the bigger 
and more important issues. It very 
well could be that such actions are 
justifiable, but the way our media 
is exploiting them as well as peo- 
ple’s emotions is. 1 feel, not cor- 
rect. We should not fool ourselves 
into thinking we are beating the 
enemy on the mere results of such 
actions. 

But beyond the argument of 
whether such actions are morally 
right or not, the sad fact remains 
■that killing among both sides con- 
tinues. And the real question that 
still lingers is whether or ool this 
killing will ever stop.

War of ads between hopefuls

American policy goals were and 
are to help restore the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of Leb- 
anon and to secure the withdrawal 
of all foreign forces from Leb- 
anon. To put it another way. we 
tried to give the government of 
Lebanon some breathing space to 
begin to re-assert its authority. 
The troops of the Multi-National 
Forces were few and symbolic. 
Actually, our own forces were not 
rhe largest. France and Italy each 
sent more troops than we did. h 
was an international commitment 
nf political and moral support, 
symbolised by a few troops to 
show our concern about Lebanon. 

It was for the Lebanese to begin 
io rc weave the fabric of Lebanese 
society and to start the process of 
national reconciliation. It didn't 
work out as we had hoped. Our 
Marines and the French forces got 
caught in the crossfire. The/ were 
to be pan of the solution for Leb- 
anon's problem, but they became 
part of the problem. They have 
been accused of being there in 
support of a particular Taction, but 
that was never their purpose. 
Their purpose was to support the 
legitimate government of Leb- 
anon. They were withdrawn wlieh 
the president decided they could 
no longer serve that purpose. 
There were other ways in which 
we could better help the gov- 
ernment of Lebanon than to tie 
down several hundred U.S. Mar- 
ines. And the other three gov- 
ernments reached a similar dec- 
ision independently of one ano- 


ther. 

The desire to pull Lebanon tog- 
ether once again, to re-unite, to 
reconcile, has come in the first ins- 
tance from the political will and 
efforts of the Lebanese the- 
mselves. An outsider can perhaps 
help to create a framework in 
which that spirit can grow and 
develop and have a real meaning 
expressed through a parliament 
expressed through governmental 
institutions that are respected as 
truly national in nature. Neg- 
otiations are going on to form a 
government in Lebanon, but they 
have not yet had concrete results. 
Yon asked about Syria. We hope 
that Syria and Israel with berth 
play roles which will be con- 
structive in finding solutions to 
Lebanon’s problems. 

If s not a matter of our assigning 
responsibility to one country or 
another. Lebanon desperately 
needs national unity and rec- 
onciliation. This is obvious to all 
who have visited that country and - 
who have tried to play a con- 
structive role there. Our own eff- 
ort will continue. Today they con- 
tinue by diplomacy. Our amb- 
assador in Beirut is in contact with 
the leadership of virtually every 
faction in Lebanon and we are try- 
ing to play a useful role, but we are 
not so arrogant as to believe that 
we can do the job all by ourselves. 
It wifi take tile Lebanese the- 
mselves, it will take the Syrians, it 
wffl take the Israelis, to mention 
just those parties. 

Q. Israeli radio has quoted you 
and Prime Minister Shamir as agr- 
eeing that much- of the fear of a 
new round of war is due to the 


internal situation in Syria. What is 
you* comment on this? 

A. I have not been listening to 
radio broadcasts since I began this 
trip. But I don’t want to reveal the 
content of conversations J have 
had in the course of my trip. I 
don’t think that that would be hel- 
pful. Let me say that I see no evi- 
dence that Israel wants to go to 
war with Syria. My impression, 
based on extensive contacts and 
visits to Israel over the past several 
months, is that Israel wants to get 
out of Lebanon. It is not popular 
in Israel to have the Israeli army 
over its border. However, the one 
tiling on which aD Israelis agree is 
the need to assure the security of 
the northern border of Israel. 
They are not interested in occ- 
upation, much less annexation, of 
southern Lebanon. But they do 
not want to return to conditions 
where their territory is subject to 
attack from southern Lebanon. 
Now. to withdraw their forces, 
they insist that there be in place a 
force able to ensure the security of 
the territory from which they wit- 
hdraw. I can see no evidence that 
the Israelis believe their national 
interest is served by permanent 
occupation of southern Lebanon. 
This brings me to the May 17 agr- 
eement. which was negotiated 
roughly, over several months, by 
the Lebanese and the Israelis. We 
mediated it, and let’s remember 
that the bottom line of that agr- 
eement was the total withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from Lebanon. 
Had that agreement been imp- 
lemented, it would have, gua- 
ranteed their withdrawal. Now 
that it has been cancelled, some 


other arrangement has to be wor- 
ked out by the parties involved. 

Q. How would you guarantee 
the withdrawal of both parties? 
Syria says she doesn't want war 
with Israel. 

A. I don't think either party 
today is seeking a war, but it would 
not be the first time in history that 
wars begin by accidents, by mis- 
calculation. The two armies today 
confront each other in the Bekaa 
Valley, face to face. Now acc- 
idents and incidents can happen, 
and an escalation can happen, just 
as we were talking about it hap- 
pening in the Gulf. 

History is full of mistakes, uni- 
ntended slips on judgment by one 
government or another. So we 
consider it dangerous. We know 
that the two armies are in Leb- 
anon on different bases. We ack- 
nowledge that they should not be 
treated in the same way. Syria was 
invited into Lebanon in 1976; Isr- 
ael invaded it six years later. But is 
it really in the interest of either 
Syria or Israel to remain in Leb- 
anon? I don’t think so. Both saw 
conditions in Lebanon as som- 
ehow threatening to them. That's 
why they moved. So, you have to 
find a way to remove that sense of 
threat. Our contribution was the 
May 17 agreement, which we con- 
sidered to be a good agreement 
Now something else has to be 
found. As Secretary Shultz said, 
those responsible for «tnr<»ning 
the agreement bear the res- 
ponsibility for finding something 
to take its place. 

Q. Do you think that the- 
oretically there is still a possibility 
for the partition of Lebanon? 

A, I think there is a possibility 
for partition. Over time Lebanon 
plight imperceptibly slide into par- 


tition. From the point of view of 
the American government, par- 
tition, whether de jure or de facto, 
would be a prescription for greater 
instability. We oppose the par- 
tition of Lebanon. It would not 
serve any useful purpose. 

Q. In breif, what is the status of 
the Jerusalem bill? 

A. The president has made it 
clear he will not move our emb- , 
assy from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 
The president believes Lhat the 
. status of Jerusalem is an issue 
which must be negotiated. We 
have held this position since 1949. 1 
Any move by us that would look as 
if wc were pre-judging neg- 
otiations on this question would 
be very damaging to our ability to 
play a credible role as a mediator 
in the overall peace process. Fur- 
thermore. as Secretary Shultz said 
the other day. this question goes 1 
beyond whether to move our 
embassy is constitutionally the 
responsibility of the president or is I 
one shared with the Congress. The 1 
question touches some very basic, 
religious feelings held very str- 
ongly by many parties concerning 
Jerusalem. It is not an act to be 
seen as a simple administrative 
decision. ! 

Q. There are rumours that the 
U.S. is unhappy with President. 
Mubarak's new relationship wid& ,r ’ 
the Soviet Union. * ’ 

A. Egypt has made it plain for 1 
some time that it would one day 
expect to have more normal rel- 
ations with the Soviet Union. That 
would not be a surprise. We have a 
good relationship with Egypt and 
we are very proud of iL ! 


WASHINGTON — Pondering 
the choice of a presidential can- 
didate. U.S. voters this year have 
been pelted with political mes- 
sages as hot as a burning fuse, as 
piognant as a war orphan and 
about as subtle as a hydrogen 
bomb. 

The fuse, the orphan and the 
H-bomb, in fact, are ail part of a 
c billing doomsday imagery pro- 
jected in the 1984 television adv- 
ertising of opposition Democratic 
presidential contenders. 

The ads play on consistent opi- 
nion poll findings that the U.S. 
public’s fear of war — aggravated 
by U.S.-Soviet frictions, crisis in 
Lebanon, hostilities in Central 
America — has risen sharply since 
President Reagan took office. 

They aim both at Mr. Reagan 
and at Democratic rivals in the 
primary elections. 

And they are“good television." 
with a stark message that seems to 
say; If you want peace, vote for 
me. or else. 

The classic to date, grudingly 
admired even by victimised pol- 
itical rivals, is Walter Mondale's 
“red telephone.” 

• Shown in close-up, the blood- 
• red crisis phone gleams in a sha- 
dowy setting, its emergency light 
winking. Could this be war? Why 
does no-one answer the phone? 
Has panic set in? 

“The idea of an unsure, uns- 
teady, untested hand is something 
to really think about," a narrator 
says in a honeyed, conspiratorial 
whisper typical of all these ads. 


“This is the issue of our time. 
On (date of next primary), vote as 
if the future of the world is at 
stake. It might be.” 

Vote, the voice adds, for mat- 
ure, crisis-hardened former Vice 
President Mondale, a man who 
“knows what he’s doing.” 

The “red telephone” ad was 
conceived when Mr. Mondale was 
reeling from early primary ele- 
ction losses to Colorado Sen. Gary 
Hart and desperate for some dra- 
matic way to counter Sen. Han’s 
youth-against-age. future- vs- past 
campaign of “new ideas.” 

It was run and rerun in Ala- 
bama, Georgia. Illinois, New 
York and Pennsylvania, the tel- 
evision component of a two-fisted 
strategy that led Mr. Mondale to 
comeback wins in all those areas. 

With the primary season now in 
a lull and strategy under review. 
Sen. Han campaign manager Oli- 
ver Henkel conceded recently that 
thp red telephone helped Mr. 
Mondale immeasurably. 

Mr. Mondale aides-agree. " Hart 
was trying to make it something to 
be held against Mondale that he’d 
had experience in office,” said 
Spokesman Dayton Duncan. 
“The ad turns the whole thing 
around and says, listen, we’re tal- 
king about the presidency." . 

If Mr. Mondale aimed, in one 
30-second commercial, to twin the 
inexperienced Han with the har- 
dlining Reagan on the nuclear cri- 
sis issue. Sen. Hart tried much the 
same thing in another war-scare 
ad that met with less success. 

The centrepiece of an $800,000 
two-week television campaign 
Sen. Han conducted before the 


important April 3 New York pri- 
mary, the "burning fuse’’ ad acc- 
used Mr. Mondale of favouring 
use of U.S. combat troops' co fight 
Communism in Central America. 

As a fuse slowly crackled down 
towards dynamite with an eerie 
glow, a voice said : " Remeber Vie- 
tnam? Mondale agreed with Rea- 
gan and said he too would leave 
some of our troops (in Honduras) 
as bargaining chips ... will we 
never learn?” 

One of the most wrenching 
anti-war ads of all was run by for- 
mer Sen. George McGovern of 
South Dakota, who tried again 
this year for the nomination he 
won in 1972. 

It filled the TV screen with the 
mournful face of a striking, 
saucer-eyed little girl said to be a 
Salvadorean war orphan. Her 
image enlarged until only the jet- 
black eyes were visible as a nar- 
rator said in quiet tones: 

“Isn't she lovely? 

“She hates our guts, you know. 

“Because we're the Americans, 
financing the horros of war that 
killed her family". 

While the doomsday theme has 
highlighted this year’s dramatic 
presidential campaign ads. the 
Democrats have spent millions of 
dollars on commercials that den- 
igrated some rival — usually Mr. 
Mondale •— by other means as 
well. 

Sen. Glenn, once his fiercest 
rival, led the way with ads dep- 
icting the ex -vice president as an 
outmoded liberal and a captive of 
special interests like organised 
labour..

WASHINGTON (R) — Was- 
hington Thursday conditionally 
approved the largest corporate 
merger roU.S. history — Standard 
OS Califtffnia’s (Socal) acq- 
uisition of Gulf Corporation for 
S13.4 billion. - 

In a 4-1 vote, the Federal Trade 
Commission. (FTC) said the two 
oil companies could merge if they 
divested assets worth several hun- 
dred millions of dollars to eli- 
minate monopoly problems. 

Socal — more widely known as 
Chevron — needed approval by 
the FTC. which enforces anti- 
monopoly laws. before it could 
complete acquisition of Gulfs 
outstanding stock for $80 a share. 

Pennsylvania-based Gulf had 
agreed to be taken ovcrby Socal in 
order to escape a takeover bid by 
Mesa Petroleum. 

“We believe we have eli- 
minated the anti-competitive eff- 
ects of this merger.” Mr. Timothy 
Muris. the FTCs top anti- 
monopoly official, told a news 
conference. 

The previous largest merger 


was Texaco Incorporated’s pur- 
chase of Getty Oil Company for 
S10 billion in January. 

Oil industry analysis regarded 
approval of the SocaJ-Gulf merger 
as an indication that the gov- 
ernment would also approve 
Mobil Corporation's $5.7 billion 
bid for acquisition of Superior Oil. 
which is pending before the FTC. 

A settlement between Socal and 
the FTC requires divestiture of 
substantial Gulf assets, including 
wholesale and retail marketing 
properties and a major refinery, 
all in the southeast, and Gulf int- 
erests in some pipelines. 

Industry analysts said the acq- 
uisition of Gulf would give Socal 
advantages by expanding its crude 
oil supplies and increasing ope- 
rating efficiency. 

The FTC required that Socal 
delay integrating Gulfs domestic 
operations with its own until the 
divestitures were completed. 

The combined company would 
be the second largest in assets 
among U.S. oil firms after Exxon 
Corporation. Mr. Muris said.

World trade 
rises in 1 983 


GENEVA (R) — World trade 
increased by two percent in 1 983. 
regaining its 1 980 levels, and is set 
to expand further this year, the 
director-general of the world 
trade body GAIT has said. Mr. 
Arthur Dunkel said that if tradei 
stabilised at its present levels. 
1984 would show a four to five perj 
cent increase over 1983. The' 
growth rate was much faster in the 
second half of 1 983 and seems st ill 
to be increasing, said Mr. Dunkel. 
head of the Geneva-based Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). Mr. Dunkel said 
increased exports to the United 
Slates accounted for one half of 
last year’s net growth in world 
trade. 


Japan eases trade curbs in new economic plan 


TOKYO (R) — Japan eased its import curbs Friday 
in an economic liberalisation programme which for- 
eign experts believed would have only marginal eff- 
ect on the nation’s huge and growing trade surplus.

15 months 
tinder what the international len* 
ding agency calls a standby arr- 
angement. It can receive the rest 
of the loan immediately because it 


Under the programme tariff 
cuts on items ranging from peanut 
butter to machinery will be int- 
roduced sooner than previously 
planned.

Hikosaburo Okonogi. said it 
embodied "a global viewpoint 
based on independent Japanese 
decisions.” 

Diplomats said they needed 
time to study it. But some foreign 
experts doubted it would do much 
to remedy Japan's trade surplus 
which the government estimates 
at $34 billion over the past year. 

The UnitecTStaies has long been 
pressing for access to Japan for its 
satellite communication equ- 
ipment and other high technology 
material. 

Mr. Okonogfs plan promised 
only appropriate but undefined 
steps on this issue and on U.S. 
objections to Japanese plans for 


reduced copywright protection for 
computer software imports. 

On liberalisation of financial 
and capital. markets, anothersub- 
ject of Strong American pressure, 
the plan said this would be dealt 
with “independently, actively and 
gradually" with detailed mea- 
sures expected late in May. 

Friday's package grew out of 
pledges exchanged last November 
between Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone and President Reagan. 

Since then top U.S. officials 
have visited Tokyo complaining 
about slow Japanese progress. 

Other foreign leaders have ech- 
oed the theme. 

. Only Thursday visiting British 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe observed that previous Jap- 
anese liberalisation steps app- 
eared to have had no effect in the 
trade surplus. 

The imports programme was 
announced amid increasing war- 
nings from the United States and 


Banks, Poland agree to reschedule debt 


WARSAW (R) — Repre- 
sentatives of more than 500 
Western banks have agreed to res- 
chedule $1.9 billion of Polish 
commercial debt due to be res- 
ettled before the end of 1 987. the 
chief Western negotiator said 
Thursday. 

Mr. Brian Gremmond of Bar- 
clays Bank told Reuters the agr- 
eement was reached after talks in 
Warsaw between the Western 
bankers and Polish officials. 

Mr. Gremmond. who headed 
the IK-man Western negotiating 
team in Warsaw, said the agr- 
eement would be formally signed 
in July. 

“All the details are cleared up. 
ft's just a question of doc- 
umentation now.” he said. 

Poland, which has a total for- 
eign debt of at least 528 billion, 
has signed three previous res- 


cheduling accords with its bank 
creditors, in 1981. 1982 and 1983. 

Those agreements delayed rep- 
ayment of some $6.1 billion and 
the new accord completes the res- 
cheduling of Poland's medium- 
term debt. 

Mr. Gremmond said that in con- 
trast to the earlier agreements, 
which each covered only one 
year's maturing debt, the new res- 
cheduling would cover all com- 
mercial debt falling due up to 
1987. 

“It's in the interests of both the 
banks and the Poles.” he said, add- 
ing that the new agreement would 
enable both sides to take a 
longer-term approach to the pro- 
blem of how to restore Poland's 
economy. 

Mr. Gremmond declined to give 
further details of the accord. 

Poland has also recently res- 


tarted talks with Western cou- 
ntries on a possible rescheduling 
of government-backed credits, 
which total about $17 billion 
compared with some $ 1 0 billion of 
commercial debt. 

NATO states broke off those 
talks in retaliation for the dec- 
laration of martial law in Poland in 
December 1 981 in a series of san- 
ctions which also included a ban 
on fresh government credit. 

Last year they agreed to reopen 
them. 

Since 1 982. Poland has made no 
repayments of either $2.2 billion 
of government debt falling due in 
that year or $2.9 billion due to be 
paid in 1983. 

Diplomatic sources said Poland 
had also asked the Soviet Union to 
accept a delay in the repayment of 
some of its debt to Moscow, which 
is believed to total at least $1 bil- 
lion. 


Denmark unveils new austerity drive 


COPENHAGEN (R) — Den- 
mark's minority centre-right gov- 
ernment Wednesday unveiled a 
package of austerity measures des- 
igned to strengthen the country’s 
economic recovery over the next 
two years. 

Conservative Prime -Minister 
Poul Schlueter told reporters that 
the package, which includes cuts 
in government spending and hig- 
her taxes, would help to create 
confidence and stability in the 
Danish economy. 

The measures follow warnings 
from the Danish central bank that 
the country's fragile economic 


recovery could be jeopardised 
unless stringent measures were 
taken. 

Mr. Schlueter said the gov- 
ernment would save about 1 .5 bil- 
lion crowns ($135 million) this 
year and make savings of five bil- 
-lion crowns ($510 million)in the 
1985 budget. 

This should bring the budget 
deficit, currently projected at 54 
billion crowns ($5.5 billion), down 
to below 50 billion ($5.1 billion) 
in 1985. 

The package includes higher 
taxes on beer and .cigarettes and 
the government imends to make 


some savings through a reform of 
unemployment insurance. But 
wage indexation, which was halted 
as a crisis measure when Mr. Sch- 
lueter took office in 1982. would 
not be re-introduced. 

Mr. Schlueter said the gov- 
ernment's aim was for a real eco- 
nomic growth rate of about three 
per cent this year, above that of 
many of its European partners. 

Unemployment, currently aro- 
und 282,000 or 10.7 per cent of 
the workforce, was expected to 
fail by about 30.000 this year, pri- 
ncipally through strong growth 
and new job creation schemes, he 
said.

DAMASCUS (R.) — Syria and East Germany signed an agreement 
on economic, scientific and technical co-operation Thursday, Syria's 
official news agency SANA reported. 

The new protocol valid for five years, was signed by visiting East 
German Deputy Premier Guenther Kleiber and SyrianLDeputy Pre- 
mier for Economic Affairs Mr. Abdul Oader Qajjdoura. 

SANA said it covered the completion of Syrian projects under 
construction and the promotion of economic links in the electricity, 
industry, agriculture, transport, communications and trade sectors. 


LA PAZ (R) — Bolivia's powerful communist-led Workers’ Con- 
federation (COB)Thursday called a72-hour general strike in protest 
at recent government austerity measures. 

COB leader Mr. Juan Lechin told reporters earlier this week the 
left-wing government of President Hernan Siles Zuazo had rejected 
union demands to soften austerity measures announced on April 12. 

The package, which the COB criticises as a submission to the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF), included a 75 per cent dev- 
aluation of the peso and price increases of 110 to 600 per cent on 
basic foods, transport fares and fuel.

China calls for new talks

PEKING (R) — China Friday urged the United 
States and the Soviet Union to resume nuclear arms 
reduction talks and said it opposed some U.S. act- 
ions in Central America, Chinese officials said. 


In a meeting Friday morning 
between President Reagan and 
Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang, the 
officials said the Chinese premier 
had what he termed a friendly and 
serious review of international 
affairs.

He was quoted as saying he 
hoped the United States would 
halt deployment of medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe while 
the Soviet Union should stop what 
he called its counter-measures. 

He urged the superpowers to 
return to the negotiating table to 
- work out an agreement on nuclear 
arms reduction and said if this was 
not done it would mean an ine- 
vitable and progressive escalation 
of the arms race in Europe. 

Mr. Zhao said China was con- 
cerned about the continued inc- 
rease of nuclear missiles deployed 
in Asia by the Soviet Union. 

He said the Soviets should red- 
uce their missiles in Asia and des- 
troy them. 

The Chinese officials quoted 
Mr. Zhao as telling Mr. Reagan 
his country wanted to normalise 
relations with the Soviet Union. 
Soviet First-Vice-Premier Ivan 
Arkhipov is expected to visit Pek- 
ing in mid-May for talks likely to 
focus on expanding trade and tec- 
hnical co-operation. 

But Peking insists that Moscow 
remove its military threat to 
China, the officials added. 

The officials, briefing reporters 
on the meeting, said the talks cov- 
ered a broad range of int- 
ernational topics, from the Middle 


On Central America, the off- 
icials quoted Mr. Zhao as saying: 

“China is very much concerned 
about the worsening tension in 
Central America by any big power 
and we are not in favour of some 
practices of the United States in 
this region. 

“We hope that the United Sta- 
tes will support the efforts by the 
Contadora Group for relaxation 
of tension in Central America," he 
said. The group links Colombia, 
Venezuela, Mexico and Panama. 

The officials did not give details 
of Chinese objections. 

Mr. Zhao called on Mr. Reagan 
to consider dialogue with the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) to break the current dea- 
dlock in the Middle East, and said 
the Palestinian question remained 
the core issue in Lhat region. 

A second meeting with Mr. 
Reagan later Friday was expected 
to concentrate on bilateral issues, 
including the thorny question of 
Taiwan, which both sides say rem- 
ains the chief obstacle to further 
improvement of ties. 

Prospects for boosting' Sino- 
U.S. trade will also be on the age- 
nda, the aides said.

Opposition plans to impeach Marcos 


MANILA (R) — Philippines 
opposition leader Salvador Laurel 
said Wednesday his coalition 
party would try to impeach Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos if it won 
enough seats in parliamentary ele- 
ctions on May 1 4. 

Mr. Laurel, head of the United 
Nationalist Democratic Org- 
anisation (UNIDO), told a news 
conference his party would win at 
least 40 per cent of the seats but 
would need only 20 per cent to 
begin a move to impeach Mr. 
Marcos. 

Mr. Laurel, a former senator 
and son of a former president, said 
. impeachment proceedings would 
disable Mr. Marcos by preventing 


him dissolving the assembly con- 
stitutionally if it opposed his bills. 

Mr. Laurel said UNIDO would 
call for changes in the constitution 
which was “made by Marcos for 
Marcos.'* 

Acrimony in public debates has 
risen sharply with little more than 
two weeks to go before voting in 
elections dubbed by the opp- 
osition as the “last chance for 
democracy.” 

Mrs. Imelda Marcos, the pre- 
sident's wife, accused the opp~- 
osition of mounting a hate cam- 
paign against the government and 
encouraging Filipinos to fight Fil- 
ipinos. 

In one of the strongest attacks 


against the opposition since the 
campaign last month, she said h 
viewed the election as a “coc- 
kfighting spectacle, egging on the 
people to relish at death and des- 
truction.'' 

Cardinal Jaime Sin, the inf- 
luential archibishop of Manila, 
denounced the use of excessive 
money in the campaign as “sinful 
and immoral.” 

His comments followed local 
press reports that 40 million pesos 
($2.8 million) were withdrawn 
from Metropolitan Manila Com- 
mission’s funds days before the 
ruling New Society Movement 
Party staged its proclamation rally 
last month.

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Soviets ' reject U.S. chemical ban plan 


MOSCOW (R) — President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko is drafting a 
new long-term programme for the 
Soviet Communist Party to rep- 
lace the discredited and over- 
optimistic policy goals set out by 
Nikita Khrushchev in 1961. 

The party daily Pravda said 
Thursday that Mr. Chernenko had 
outlined his basic ideas for the new 
document at the meeting with a 
special commission of the party’s 
Central Committee Wednesday 
and stressed that above all it sho- 
uld be realistic. 

In 1961 programme, which is 
still theoretically in force, pre- 
dicted that the Soviet Union 
would overtake the West in eco- 
nomic terms by 1980 and begin 
building a truly Communist soc- 
iety based on high living standards 
for alL 

The programme has long been a 
source of embarrassment for sub- 
sequent party chiefs and there 
have been frequent references to 
the need to draft a new one. 

But Western diplomats said 
Thursday they were surprised that 
Mr. Chernenko had so firmly 
committed himself to producing a 
new programme in time for the 1 
next party congress in 1986. 

“This could open a whole can of 
worms and well prove more tro- 
uble for the party leadership than 
it is worth," one said. 


GENEVA (R) — The Soviet 
Union Thursday formally rejected 
a United States proposal for a tre- 
aty outlawing chemical weapons, 
telling the 40-nation Dis- 
armament Conference the plan 
would seriously set back neg- 
otiations on the issue. 

Moscow's chief delegate Viktor 
Issraelyan told delegates the U.S. 
draft,- tabled last week by Vice 
President George Bush, contained 
“deliberately unacceptable” pro- 
visions for verification and was 
aimed simply at hiding American 
plans for a big chemical re- 
armament programme. 

“Putting forward demands for 
unimpeded access to the territory - 
of other states continues to block * 
the achievement of agreements on 
a chemical weapons ban. 

“In reality the American draft 
can only set back negotiations on a 
chemical weapons ban by many 
years,” Mr. Issraelyan said in the 
first official Soviet response to the 
UJS. plan. 

Washington’s chief negotiator 
Louis Fields told the conference 


the draft had not been presented 
on a " fflkft-it-or-leave-h” basis. 

“We are ready and willing to 
consider alternative approaches 
and alternative formulations, so 
long as these would provide an 
effective ban,’* he said.

During more than four years of 
involvement in Afghanistan, Mos- 
cow newspapers have seldom ref- 
erred directly to Soviet military 
action at all and instead port r 
the troops as providing back-*.* 
for the Afghan Army. 


Four killed, many injured in Punjab 


NEW DELHI (R) — At least four 
people have been killed and sev- 
eral injured in renewed violence in 
the north Indian state of Punjab, 
the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said Friday. 

The agency said an electrician 
was shot dead by extremists Thu- 
rsday night In the Sikhs' holy city 
of Amritsar, where Sikh leaders 
met in a surprise move to resolve a 
deep rift over their campaign for 


religious and political concessions 
in the state. 

A police spokesman told Reu- 
ters at least two people died and a 
number were wounded Thursday 
when men on the roof of a Sikh 
shrine in the Western Punjab town 
of Moga fired at members of the 
paramilitary Border security 
Force (BSF). Shots were -exc- 
hanged for more than two hours, 
he added. 


PTI said a cloth merchant was 
also killed by gunmen in a village 
in Punjab's Faridkot district. 

Sikh extremists Thursday sys-. 
tematically dynamited stretches of 
railway track linking Firozpur, a 
town on the Pakistan border, with 
■ Fazilka and B hat ind a. They also 
damaged a bridge on the 
Firozpur-Jalandhar line. No cas- 
ualties were reported in the bomb 
blasts. 


Cosmonauts’ maintenance work delayed 


MOSCOW (R) — A nut that ref- 
used to turn delayed Soviet cos- 
monauts' maintenance work oo 
the SaJyut-7 space station during a 
spacewalk Thursday, a Soviet 
newspaper reported Friday. 

Snatches of conversation bet- 
ween the cosmonauts and ground 
control, published in the trade 
union newspaper Trud Friday, 
showed that the cosmonauts had 
to make several attempts to rem- 
ove a nut on a reserve fuel conduit 
they were servicing. 

“Have you managed to move 
the nut a bit?” asked former Cos- 
monaut Yuri Romanenko at Mos- 
cow Mission Control. 

“Nope, No Way," answered 
Cosmonaut Leonid KJzim from 
outside the space station, “the 
fourth spanner won't grip". 

"Try to hit the nut with som- 


ething” suggested Romanenko. 

"We've tried. We brought a 
hammer with us,” said the second 
spacewalkef Vladimir Solovyov. 
“We've knocked and knocked on 
it but with no effect." 

After several more exchanges 
with Earth in which the cos- 
monauts said they were afraid 
they might damage a vent on the 
fuel system by hitting the nut, gro- 
und control advised the cos- 
monauts to try to different type of 
wrench. 

“One, two and off h comes," 
shouted Kizim at one stage. 

But his delight was ill-advised as 
the nut remained stuck and the 
cosmonauts had to spend another 
40 minutes while their spacecraft 
was in the dark shadow of the 
earth before it came off and the 
maintenance work could be 


completed. 

The two cosmonauts spent five 
hours working in space outside 
the nr orbital home Thursday, - the 
second time in three days that they 
had gone out on lifelines to do 
maintenance work- on the spa- 
cecraft. 

The difficulty with the nut del- 
ayed their work Thursday so long 
that mission control ordered the 
cosmonauts to break off work and 
go back inside to resort leaving the 
job to be completed on another 
spacewalk. 


Kizim, Solovyov and medical 
researcher Oleg Atkov, who rem- 
ained on board the Salyut during 
the spacewalk, have been in orbit 
since February and are expected 
to remain in space for several, 
more months. 


Experts unveil plans for planetary probes 


HEIDELBERG, West Germany 
(R) — Proposals for vehicles to 
roam the planet Mars and a new 
craft to explore the asteroids have 
been made public by scientists 
preparing the first joint U.S.- 
European projects in planetary 
space. 

The projects, planned for 1992 
and beyond, were developed over 
the past two years by a working 
group of 12 experts, six from Eur- 
ope and six from the United Sta- 
tes, and presented during a sym- 
posium for- about 100 scientist 
here Thursday. 

The first of the proposed space 
journeys, a seven-year trip to 
soft-land and instrument package 
on Saturn’s moon Titan, would be 
launched in 1992 if approved by 
the governments involved. 

The most ambitious scheme, 
costing over $1 billion, would set 


three "serai-inteiiigeni” wheeled 
vehicles on Mars to roam the sur- 
face independently, sampling the 
climate, chilling the rock and mea- 
suring the topography. 

Because of the delays involved 
in relaying instructions 36 million 
miles frqm Earth to Mars, the 
Rovers, propelled by nucelar 
power packs and rolling on large 
tyres, would require advanced 
computer intelligence to prevent 
them being damaged. 


England, said Mars was of special 
interest because it was earthlike 
with a thin atmosphere and close 
enough to land robot vehicles. 


The three Rovers, joined to a 
centaur rocket, would be carried 
in the hold of a U.S. space shuttle 
on the first leg of their five-month 
journey to Mars, planned for 
1996. The rocket would then be 
launched from an orbit high above 
Earth. 


Frederic Taylor of the Cla- 
rendon Laboratory in Oxford, 


Comparison of its geology and 
climate could provide major ins- 
ights into bow earth developed 
and what might be in store for the 
home planet’s fast-changing env- 
ironment. 

The mission to the asteroid belt 
between Mars and Jupiter env- 
isions long-term, close scrutiny of 
several bodies, a task requiring a 
new type of space propulsion in 
which Europe leads the field. 

The group of experts was set up 
by the European sciences fou- 
.ndation and the U.S. National 
Academy of Sciences to combine 
intellectuals and technical res- 
ources on both sides of the Atl- 
antic. 


Kennedy family stalked by nearly half a century of tragedy 


NEW YORK (R) — For nearly 
half a century, tragedy has stalked 
the family of Joseph and Rose 
Kennedy, despite a clean-like 
aura of fame, power and wealth. 

Of the couple's nine children, 
four have been killed and with the 
death on Wednesday of David 
Kennedy, son of the late Senator 
Robert Kennedy, one of their 29 
grandchildren is gone. 

After making a fortune, Joseph 
Kennedy entered public service 
and pinned the family’s hopes on 
his eldest son. Joseph Kennedy Jr. 
But Joe Jr. died in plane crash 
over Europe during World War II. 

His younger brother. John Fit- 
zgerald Kennedy, rose to become 
president of the United States but 
was assassinated on Nov. 22, 
1963. by Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Less than five years later, on. 
June 5, Robert Kennedy was shot 
dead as he celebrated his victory in 
the California Presidential Pri- 
mary election at a Los Angeles 
hotel. 


Watching the shooting on tel- 
evision in a hotel room was David 
Kennedy, then 12 years old. 

Some Kennedy family bio- 
graphers say David took the kil- 
ling hardest because he was closest 
to his father and that he never rec- 
overed. 

In 1964, a plane carrying the 
youngest of the Kennedy sons. 
Senator Edward Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts. went down in the mid- 
west. Sen. Kennedy survived the 1 
near-fatal crash, but suffered back 
injuries from which he has never 
fully recovered. 

Teddy Kennedy escaped death 
a second time in 1969, when the 
car he was driving ran off a bridge 
in Chappaquiddick, Mas- 
sachusetts. Sen. Kennedy man-, 
aged to swim to shore, but the 
questions surrounding the death 
of his passenger, Mary Jo Kop- 
eebne. have haunted the senator’s 
political career ever since. 

Tragedy also befell the five 
Kennedy daughters. Rosemary, 


was born mentally retarded, ano- 
ther, Kathleen, was killed in a 
plane crash in 1948. 

Life has been difficult for some 
of the Kennedy grandchildren. 

A recent book. Young Ken- 
ned ys: The Decline Of An Ame- 
rican Dynasty, says that David ■ 
Kennedy and his older brother, 
Robert, began experimenting with 
drugs a year after their father’s 
death. David was 13 and Robert 
was 15 at the time. 

Last month, Robert, a former 
Manhattan Assistant District Att- 
orney. pleaded guilty to pos- 
session of less than a gram of her- 
oin, He was given a two-year sus- 
pended sentence on condition that 


he jjjive up drugs and work to reh- 
abilitate addicts. 


ab State addicts. 

David Kennedy's use of drugs 
was reported to have grown to the 
point that by 1979, he was reg- 
ularly “shooting" (injecting) her- 
oin. 

That year he was mugged in a 
seedy Harlem hotel that police cal- 


led a “drug supermarket” Nei- 
ghbourhood residents said he was 
a regular visitor to the hoteL 

A week after the mugging, 
David Kennedy entered a Boston ■ 
hospital for treatment of a heart, 
ailment that can be caused bo- 
using dirty needles while injecting 
drugs. 

In July 1980, he was arrested in ' 
California, on a drunk driving cHa-.- 
rge and entered a drug thfirapy 
programme. 

On Thursday he checked into 
the Brazilian Court Hotel in Palm 
Beach, Florida, to visit Iris gra- 
ndmother Rose, now 93, who had 
recently suffered a stroke- On 
Wednesday 2 8- year-old David 
Kennedy was found dead on the 
floor of room 107. 

“David Kennedy died the day 
his father died," said Harrison 
• Rainie, author of Growing Up 
Kennedy. 

“I don’t think there was a mom- 
ent in his life when he was free of 
his demons.” • . - -
